RGUMENTS were heard by the Untted States Supreme Court Thursday and Friday, last, 
on an application for a writ of habeas corpus for Leo M. Frank, convicted in 1913 of 
killing Mary Phagan, a 15-year-old girl employed in his factory at Atlanta, Ga. It was 


represented to the court that Frank was not fairly convicted. This is the last step in court to 


save the life of the young Atlantan who ts uniter sentence of death. 


If the court dentes the 


appeal, clemency will be asked of the Governor of Georgia. If the writ is granted, Frank either 


actll be freed at once or a 


trial will be ordered. 


Because of the great interest in this case, the Post-Dispatch recently sent a trained investi- 
gator to Atlanta to make an exhaustive survey of the trial and evidence,. from the State’s side 


as well as the defendant's.

folicitor-General Dorsey, who prosecuted Frank, declares {t to be impossible, however, to sit 
properly in judgment on this case from a mere reading of the record or a digest of it because, 
it was from the attitude and conduct of witnesses on the stand that their credibility was de- 


cided by the jurors. 


One striking illustration of the éimpression made on ottsiders by the arguments presented 
on behalf of Frank is the statement by Loutse Marshall of Guggenheimer, Untermeyer & Marshall 
of 87 Wall street, New York Otty, who appeared before the Supreme Court of the United States 
in Frank's behalf. Marshall appeared only in the appeal from the decision of the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of Georgia, denying a writ of habeas corpus: 

“I am entirely convinced of Frank's innocence of the crime for which he stands convicted. 
1 have reached this conclusion after a careful, painstaking study of the case in all its aspects. 


“If I were not satisfied of his entire innocence, I would not have taken up his defense.

am acting in his intereste without reward or hope of reward and my services are @ contribu- 
tion to the cause of justice and are the performance of a duty I owe to my profession.”

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 27. 
EO M. FRANK, thrice sentenced to be 
& hanged for the murder of the little factory 
girl, Mary Phagan, and now awaiting the 
result of a final appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, contended at the time of the 
trial in 1918, and contends with still more force 
and convincingness now, that he was innocent of 
the slaying and that the real murderer was Jim 
Conley, the negro roustabout, who was the chief 
witness against him. 

His attorneys and friends insisted then, and 
still insist, that his trial was unfair in itself and 
that he was doomed in advance because of a bit- 
ter public feeling which was aroused against him 
-by false stories published or spread by word of 

mouth sooneafter his arrest. 

Last Sunday the Post-Dispatch published an 
article setting forth the State’s case against 
Frank and reviewing the testimony which resulted 
in his conviction. 

This article today—prepared after many hours 
of conversation with Frank in his cell and many 
other hours spent in going over the entire §his- 
tory of the affai ll portray the conditions ob- 
taining in Atlanta in 1913 and will also give the 
main arguments in favor of the young Jew whose 
battle against an ignominious death has inter- 
ested the entire nation. 

Those arguments, as advanced by Frank and 
his defenders, are: 

That the probabilities, both physical and 
psychological, poimt to Conley rather than te 
Frank as the more likely ef the twe te have 
killed the girl. 

That Conley had mere time, a safer place 
and more inclination to attack a young white 
chfld tharm did Frank. 

That no tangible fact—except the negroe’s 
word—stands against the young Cornell grad- 
uate who was superintendent ef the National 
Pencil Factory, while twe notes, admittedly 
in Conley’s handwriting and found beside the 
hody of the victim link the reustabout with 
the crime. 

Frank’s life, from his beyhood te the pres- 
est (he is now 30), has been absolutely clean, 
despite every effort te discever evidence 
showing it otherwise, while Conley’s career 
has been one of shiftiessnems, drunkenness 
and utter immorality.

~glearest way it is best perhaps to describe first 
the bitter hatred which was aroused against him 
from the very moment he was taken into custody. 


False Stories Against Him. 
RANK is rather a poor man His only in- 
= come at the time of the tragedy was the 
$150 a month he got as salary, $37.50 a 
week, to be exact. He was a married man with 
& wife to support. He had never done any 
splurging in Atlanta or anywhere else so far as 
could be learned. But at once he became in the 
public mind “the rich Jew from Brooklyn,” “the 
wealthy young New Yorker,” “the man who has 
made a fortune by running a sweat shop.” 

More than that, Frank was almost instantly 
accused of immoral) practices. How these stories 
started it is impossible now to tell. Some of 
Frank’s friends and some of his counsel—though 
they are naturally prejudiced in his behalf—vow 
that the police purposely set them in motion. The 
Post-Dispatch investigator was unable te find 
anything which indicated that this was true 
However, the tales swept through the town and 
were generally accepted. 

As was told in the preceding article, the at- 
tack upon Mary Phagan was not completed. This 
fact was published at once in Atlanta; but some 
of the people insisted that the official repert was 
false, that the authorities were hiding the truth 
to gave the little girl's memory. 

The truth of the matter, the scandal mongers 
instantly declared, was that the child's body had 
been bitten terribly, as though her slayer had been 
a mad dog. Another equally “truthful” stery was 
that she was hacked and slashed with a pocket- 
knife. To this day, plenty of Atlantans believe 
one or the other of those yarns. Several mem- 
bers of one of the most prominent clubs, knowing 
the Post-Dispatch man’s mission in the city, 
asked him to tell them “the real inside” about 
how the girl had. been mistreated, 


Weirc Rumors Are Believed. 


HERE was a story olreulated and widely be- 

lived that a young girl had gone for treat- 

3 ment to a doctor, her shoulder having been 
ibedly bitten. 

The docter upon cleansing the wound found a 
fragment of gold. This gold exactly fitted ene of 
Frank's teeth. As utterly ridiculous as that may 
seem elsewhere it was accepted by many in At- 
late as the entire truth. It was said that Frank 
_ had a farm near Atlanta where he kept a number 
_ @f his children, secret children. There were said 


to be a dozen or a score of these. Also it was 
said he had slain his first wife in Brooklyn. 

The stories appear to have been developed out 
of the agitation in the lower strata of Atlanta 
citizenry. But it did not take many repetitions 
of these quoted here, and others like them, to 
convince the greater part of the Georgia public that 
Frank really was morally wrong. Especially was 
this the case when a man came forward with a 
public statement and signed it for the newspa- 
pers, alleging that he had caught Frank mis- 
treating a young girl in the woods at Druid Hill, 
a suburb. This story got the widest publicity, 
but it was suddenly dropped when its narrator, 
asked to pick Frank out from a group of young 
men about the same physique, pointed his finger 
to a well-known and quite proper attorney. 

And then again a notorious woman, named 
Nina Formby, made affidavit that Frank had 
telephoned her house on the Saturday night of 
the murder and said he wanted a room ona “mat- 
ter of life or death,” that there was a country 
girl involved. The publication of this affidavit 
fanned the flames of rage. True the woman ad- 
mitted lying when confronted with the fact that 
Frank at the time he had telephoned her, was 
sitting in the midst of his family at home with 
his telephone (of a different system) in full view 
of everyone and, therefore, could not have sent 
the message. But she was believed at first. 


Race Question Is Raised. 

RANK was an employer of young girls. He 
was a Jew—and while that was not pri- 
marily the cause of the prejudice against 

him, it helped a lo(™toward increasing the hatred 
that was accumulating. 

The Jeffersonian, a weekly pamphlet published 
by Tom Watson, the former Pupulist leader, who 
devotes most of his space to attacks against 
Frank and against the Catholic Church, published 
this: 

“Leo Frank came down here from New York to 
take charge of a factory where young Gentile 
girls worked for Hebrews at a wage-scale of $§ 
or $6 a week. 

‘Leo Frank was a typical young Jewish man 
of business whe loves pleasure and runs after 
Gentile girls.” 

It may readily be realized what sort of an ef- 
fect such rumors and such publications had upon 
the Atlanta publia, even before Jim Conley, the 
negro sweeper at the factory, told his story, 
which was that Frank had admitted killing the 
girl and got him (Conley) to dispose of the body 
and to write the notes to be placed alongside of it. 

Undoubtedly—so far as the Post-Dispatch ob- 
server has been able to ascertain in a fortnight 
spent here—Frank was prejudged, partially be- 
cause he was*a Jew (though that was not the 
primary reason), partially because he was be- 
lieved to be morally wrong and partly because 
Atlanta demanded vengeance for the slaying of 
the pretty child and the negro’s story made the 
circumstances look bad for him. He was doomed 
long before the trial, almost unanimously. At- 
lantans today confess that. 

Eight expert alienists, among them Dr. Richard 
R. Daly, for many years attached to the New 
York State Asylum for the Criminal Insane at 
Matteawan, examined Frank mentally and physt- 
cally for traces of abnormality. Not a trace was 
found. <A private detective engaged by his 
friends offered a reward of $5000 for the discov- 
ery of a single act of even normal immorality on 
Frank’s part. Nothing was ever shown against 
him. 

Nothing could be found against him in a search 
that extended back as far as his childhood. But 
that made no difference. The stories stuck. 


Outline of Frank's Defense.

Who were in the building 
that Saturday noon? It was a holiday. The 
place was almost deserted. 

In his effice on the second floor, admittedly 
alone, was Lee Frank, working on some intricate 
financial statements that he wanted to mail te 
the head of the concern. Broad daylight !llumin- 
ated the office. On the first floor of the build- 
ing, crouched behind some boxes tn the hallway, 
where there is a door leading to the street and a 
stairway reaching to the upper floor, was Jim 
Conley, according to his own testimony at the 
trial. The place is always in half farkness.

Conley Admits Drinking. 
OW take Conley, who had no business around 
N the factory that morning, as he himself ad- 
mits, and see what he was doing during the 
few hours before noon. Here is his own testi- 
mony: 

‘IT get up about § o’clock and went over to 
Peters street (a negro thoroughfare) and went in 
the first beer saloon I come to and drank two 
beers and gave a beer to a fellow that had a whip 
around his neck. I went to three saloons alto- 
gether. One place I had beer with wine in it. 
’Not wine—but what they call wine. I had a bot- 
tle of whisky in my pocket that I bought from a 
fellow on the street. I had drinks out of this, too, 
Afterwards I went to the factory. I was down 
among the boxes.” 

Conley explained his presence there by declar- 
ing that Frank ordered him to “watch” for him; 
that is, to stand guard at the front door and lock

The Time Element.

The crime was committed 
in the metal room, it was contended, and there 
alone and it must have been committed immedi- 
ately after she had received her pay envelope. 

At 12:20 o'clock a man named Lemmie Quinn, 
foreman of the metal room and Mary Phagan's 
boss, arrived at the factory in search of Frank’s 
assistant, a young chap named Schiff. Quinn 
swore at the trial that he found Frank at work 
in his office and laughingly remarked “You see, 
you can’t keep me away from the factory on a 
holiday.” Frank smiled and told Quinn that 
Schiff wasn’t in. 

Frank, being the defendant in the case, was 
not allowed under the Georgia law to swear to 
anything when it came to his turn to go on the 
stand. The best he could offer was a voluntary 
unsworn statement of what had occurred. But he 
placed the time of Quinn’s visit as “about five 
minutes after the little girl got her envelope and 
went away. 


FFORTS were made to disprove Quinn’s 
- statement. A couple of young wonien who 
had gone away from the factory at 11:45 
said they saw him sometime later in'a nearby cafe 
and thought the time was before 12:20, but they 
admitted that they had had their luncheon and 
were paying their check when they saw Quinn, 
which would probably bring the time up to the 
minute he placed it at. The State declared Quinn 
perjured himself because Frank was his boss. 

Quinn’s story was not disproved, Frank and his 
lawyers assert. He was there sometime about 
12:20, at least, had a moment’s conversation with 
his employer and found him at his work unex- 
cited and doing the same thing that Miss Hall 
had left him doing—sitting at his desk. And this 
was AFTER the murder, remember. 

Was it possible, demand the young Jew and his 
attorneys, that Frank could have conducted Mary 
Phagan back to the metal room, attacked her, cut 
open her head either by accident or design, 
strangled her to death with a piece of cord and 
then returned to his desk and been able to re- 
sume his usual d@meanor and go on with his 
work, all within the period of eight min- 
utes, between 12:12 and 12:20, or even, using the 
State’s time, between 12:03 and 12:20, taking 17 
minutes for all the various operations. 

At 12:30, ten minutes after Lemmie Quinn went 
away, there entered Frank’s office, Mrs. J. A, 
White, wife of one of the two workingmen, who 
were busy on the fourth floor. She found Frank 
standing beside his safe, in his office, with his 
back to her. She asked him if her husbend was 
at work. Mrs. White said, “He jumped like I 
surprised him.” Much was made out of this by 
the State, but Mrs. White said “No, it was not 
much of a jump,” and added that when she de- 
parted he was at work again at *:. wesk. 


Absent for Few Moments. 
NDEED, the State itself laid stress only on the 
short gap in Frank’s time. Monteen Stover, 

a girl employe, said she went to the factory 
to get her pay at 12:05 and didn’t see Frank at 
his desk. She said she waited until 12:10, then 
departed. So it was between these moments, the 
State asserts, that he was killing the Phagan 
girl in a room about 150 feet away. Frank, in his 
voluntary statement, said he might have been 
away at that time for a few moments in the lava- 
tory and forgotten it. 

At 12:50 Frank visited the two men at work on 
the fourth floor, White and Denham. Mrs. White 
was up there with her husband. She, though sub- 
penaed for the State, did not say that he dis- 
played anything but his usual manner. The men, 
testifying for the defence, said there was nothing 
out of the ordinary in his conduct. 

At 1 o’clock Frank started home for his lunch- 
eon, and both his departure and arrival was tes- 
tified to by witnesses whom the prosecution made 
no effort to contradict because their stories were 
obviously true. 

Was there time, in just one of the brief inter- 
vals, ask the condemned man and his lawyers, for 
the death of Mary Phagan to have been accom- 
plished by Frank and for him then to have re- 
gained his equilibrium, no matter how cold-blood- 


The negro was not 
certain about any particular hour or minute. 
There was nothing except his wuncorroborated 
story to tell of his whereabouts. There was no 
one produced to say that he was at any particu- 
lar place at any certain time. Conley swore 
heard a scream shortly after he saw 
Mary Phagan go upstairs. But that didn’t bother 
him. He didn’t go up to investigate. Next he 
saw Monteen Stover go up the stairs, a little later. 
Then he dozed off in his drunken stupor for 
quite a time until, according to his own tale, 
Frank signaled to him by stamping on a board 
overhead and had him come up to remove Mary 
Phagan’s dead body from the metal room to the 
basement. 

The time of the negro its entirely unaccaunted 
for. Frank’s defenders say it was quite possible 
for Conley to have attacked the gir! as she came 
downstairs on her way out of the factory with 
her pay and to have committed the crime entirely 
at his leisure, in the basement, having thrown her 
dcwn a trapdoor, which was within a few feet of 
where he admittedly was hiding among the 
boxes. And that Is the defense’s theory as to just 
what happened. 


Defense Picture of Crime.

The seven Democratic State representatives 
who joined with the Republicans in refusing to 
support the administration’s bill to continue the 
contract labor system in the penitentiary for six 
years did a creditable act. These representa-

The majority of the Democrats in the House 
who supported the bill repudiated their party 
pledges and reflected discredit on the party and 
the State. 

The shame of this effort to continue the in- 
human contract labor system lies in the fact that 
it is a repudiation of all the platform pledges of 
the Democratic party.

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MR. CURLEY’S VALUE. 

It is gratifying to note the appreciation of 
human value expressed in the resolution passed 
by the House of Delegates urging the retention 
of F. E. Curley as curator of the Museum of 
Fine Arts. 

It is true that the loss of Mr. Curley‘s services 
to the museum and to the city would be an in- 
jury to the advance of art and art interests in 
St. Louls. There is a dearth of men competent 
to do the work Mr. Curley does and to exert 
the influence he exerts in behalf of art. More 
than mere capacity for routine work is required. 
There must be breadth of view, culture, per- 
sonality and enthusiasm. These Mr. Curley pos- 
sesses in excellent degree. 

The value of Mr. Curley’s publicity work alone 
is not calculable. By reason of his knowledge, 
his enthusiasm and his ability to get a sym- 
pathetic hearing and present information about 
art and art exhibits he has wielded a strong 
and beneficial influence.

GARDNER BILL SHOULD PASS. 

Committees in both branches of the Missouri 
Legislature have endorsed the Gardner Dill 
creating a Missouri Land Bank to get cheaper 
money for farmers, under a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment. This bill has been made a 
special order in the House Tuesday. It should 
be passed promptly and sent to the Senate for 
like action. 

Other bills dealing with this subject are pend- 
ing. This is the only one worth consideration, 
the only one that offers any real relief to the 
farmers. The State Grange is strong for it. The 
farmers want it and are entitled to it. It will 
help thousands of them to buy farms with what 
they now pay in rentals. It will out the cost of 
living by increasing Missouri’s farm output. 

Nobody legitimately opposes it but money lend- 
ers who now charge high rates for short-term 
farm loans, and absentee landlords who would 
rather see Missouri a State of farm tenants than 
a State of farm owners. 

The Legislature will serve the farmers, or it 
will serve the money lenders and the absentee 
landlords. That, and that only, is the issue. 
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THE ALGERIAN METCHNIKOFF. 

A member of the Algerian corps in the French 
army served in the Franco-Prussian War of 1870 
and saw hard service afterward. In the present 
war he has been wounded three times, but after 
his latest hospital experience returned to the firing 
line as active and vigorous as if he were only 
33 instead of 66 years old. Naturally, the first 
time a newspaper man had a chance to talk to 
him, the Algerian was asked the secret of old 
age. 

“I will tell you. First of all, I don’t drink 
ever, and then [ have never worked. Work 
is very bad for people. It deforms them and 
breaks them down. I have never done any- 
thing but fight. Fighting is the only natural, 
healthy life for a man.”

[ANSWERS TO QUERIES 


BEAUTY CULTURE, 


B. J. &.—Someone says this is an ab- 
solute specific for dandruff: Fluid ex- 
tract of bloodroot, one ounce; pure cider 
vinegar, one quart. Apply once a day 
for a week, then not so often. It will 
have a tendency to stain the hair some, 
but this quickly disappears after you 
cease to use the lotion. A complete cure 
should be effected in two or three weeks. 
Crude petroleum, well rubbed in once a 
month, is a stimulant for the hair. 

C. V. T.—Thorough maasage of scalp, 
pinching it with fingers and moving it 
and brushing hair 10 strokes night and 
morning, will put life into hair roots if 
they are not really dead. Applying crude 
petroleum once a week stimulates. Sun 
and air are helpful. A head covering 
is a thing unnatural, and hair does very 
well to grow at all ander it. (Some salt 
their hair.) To make hair wavy: Quince 
bandoline may be made by bolling for 
10 minutes one dram quince seeds in one- 
half pint water, and straining. This 
very soon decomposes and, therefore, 
for that purpose only very small quan- 
tities should be prepared. 


MISS SAFETYFIRST.—Blackheads: 
Soften the skin with soft cloths wrung 
out of very warm water; then press out 
as many as will come without bruising 
the flesh, touching each spot with a 
drop of alcohol. The alcohol is only to 
temporarily ciose the pore, so it will not 
fill again. Then use an abundance of 
cold cream, rubbing it in well and let- 
ting it remain all night. Before press- 
ing out the blackheads give the face a 
g00d washing with soap and warm wa- 
ter, using the palms of the hands and 
rubbing hard; this removes many; rinse 
first in warm, twice, finishing with cold 
water before press out the matter; 
then apply the alcohol to each pore 
finish with cold cream. Leave off rich 
foods and live on fruits stewed without 
sugar and on green vegetables, eat no 
pastry or meat. 
HOUSEHOLD HELPS. 

READER.—To wash blankets so that 
they will retain their freshness, use soft 
Water and plenty of it. Make a strong 
suds of soap free from resin, which 
hardens the fiber of the wool, and in it 
immerse the blankets, previously shak- 
en free of dust and lint. Never rub the 
soap directly on the articles. Wash 
with the hands; never rub on a board. 
Rinse through several] waters, having 
each hotter than the one which pre- 
cedes it. This is the one great secret of 


jthe process. The heat expands the wool 


and keeps it soft. Shake out well, pull- 
ing the edges straight, and dry quickly. 
Wash all woolens in the same way. 


ST, LOUIS’ NOTED RIVER. 

JITNEY.—River des Peres (River of 
the Fathers), is one of the crookedest 
streams in the world. At one time a 
sluggish brook, at another a raging tor- 
rent, it has beautified a great park and 
at the same time served as a sewer. 
The jesters have called it the River of 
Despair. In the day of the greatest 
World’s Fair a part of it was covered. 
One branch of the River des Peres rises

He did not at- 
tempt in the slightest degree to explain 
to the jury how the notes incriminated 
Frank. 

No Attempt te Hide the Body. 

A final thing about the murder notes.

Solicitor Dorsey, when it came time in 
his jury address to speak about this\ 
work, said: “Now, gentlemen, I submif/ 
that this man made that financial sheét 
Saturday morning. I’m not going to 
give you my reasons why {I contend 
that, because it isn’t necessary. But if 
he did it Saturday afternoon, then he 
was thinking about an alibi—an expert 
like him, with nobody to accuse him, 
if he could go home and in the bosom of 
his family so deport himself after this 
atrocious crime so as not to be ob- 
served by his family, if that be true he 
could have fixed up that financial sheet 
Saturday afternoon.”. 

That is the sort of reasoning which 
12 Georgia citizens, who found Frank 
guilty, were given by the prosecutor. 

Dorsey asserts (and says he won't 
give his reasons) that the work was 
done in the morning and then explains 
how it could be done in the afternoon 
without showing traces of nervousness! 
Frank is a.man who. can conceal ner- 
vousness. And yet Dorsey dwells dam- 
ningly upon the extreme nervousness of 
Frank when the police telephoned to his 
house early Sunday morning to tell him 
that he ic wanted at the pencil factory 
to identify a body. . 

‘“‘Let me read you an excerpt from a 
speech by a man named Hammond in 
prosecuting a fellow by the name of 
Dunbar for the murder of two little 
children,’’ said Dorsey to the jury.

Whose Money Did He Spend? 

Here is Conley, who had spent his 
own money in the morning, buying 
drinks for himself and offering them to 
strangers. Where did he get this money? 
His explanation was that Frank gave 
him a box of cigarettes, and that un- 
der the cigarettes were two paper dol- 
lars and two silver quarters. He didn’t 
see Frank place them there. He didn’t 
know they were there until he opened 
the box. Frank’s defenders argue: 

‘Was that possible? What man car- 
ries money concealed in such a fash- 
ion? 

“Is it not far more likely that what 
currency Conley had and was spending 
—‘easy money’—that could be thrown 
away on strangers—was the money that 
Mary Phagan had received from Frank 
and had put into her little imitation 
silver mesh bag, the money that such a 
negro would not overlook even after 
an attack anha murder? 

“Whatever became of that bag? 
The State never pretended to show, 
except through Conley’s’ testimony, 
that he ‘last saw it on Frank’s desk.’ 
Did Frank conceal it? If so, why con- 
ceal the bag and leave the body lying 
out in the open?” 

Other things “disappeared” in this 
mystery. In order to explain the ab- 
sence of large blood spots in the 
metal room, where the killing was 
done according to the State, Conley 
said that Frank had a piece of cloth 
under the girl’s head as the body lay 
upon the floor.

After 
making some commonplace remarks to

Criticism of the Judge.

EIngenously Constructed Rafts Are 
Employed in Attempt te Make 
Way Into Egypt. 
‘LONDON, Feb. 27.—American oil cans 
figured prominently In the first attempt 
of the advance guard of the Turkish 
army seeking to invade Egypt to cross 
the Suez Canal. The Turkish rafts 
were floated by these cans—a fact sug- 
gested some time ago and smiled at by 
doubting Englishmen. But a British 
correspondent on the canal, telegraph- 
ing under date of Feb. 10, confirms the 

story. 

After telling of the repulse of the 
Turks in that preliminary skirmish 
during which_only four of the invaders, 
subsequently captured, succeeded in 
crossing the waterway, he says of 
rafts: ‘‘The pontoon boats are made of 
galvanized steel rafts, ingeniously con- 
structed of American ‘tenekes,’ as kero- 
sene tins are styled in Turkey, attached 
to one another by hooks and rings fitted 
into wooden frames. 

‘‘A large wooden structtre, apparent- 
ly a raft, fitted on wheels and alter- 
native wooden  “yrollers, which was 
brought within a few miles of the canal, 
appears to have been burnt by the en- 
emy. Nothing has been seen of the 
famous ‘India rubber bridge,’ of which 
the reports of the Bedoulns had so 
much to tell.”

PLANNING TO PUSH 
IMPORTANT BILL 


Leaders Are Seeking to Concen- 
trate Efforts to Pass a Few 
Measures. 

SENATE STILL INACTIVE 
Indications Are Missouri Assem- 
bly Will Enact No Construc- 
tive Legislation.

| JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.—Dem- 


locratic leaders in the after 
two months of inactivity and neglect 
of legislation, have plans to concen- 
trate in the remaining two weeks of 
the legislative session on a few of the 
more important bills and attempt te 


push them te passage. 

There is no such disposition evident 
in the Senate and there is more than 
a possibility that the Legislature will 
adjourn without the enactment of one 
piece of constructive législation. 

The House leaders next week will at- 
tempt to pass the insurance rating bill 
and will attempt to have engrossed the 
rural credit bill, the bill increasing rail- 
road rates, the precinct option bill and 
w bill settling the convict labor problem 
at the penitentiary. 

It is probable that the insurance rat- 
ing bill will be passed without extended 
debate and that the precinct option and 
rural credit bills will be engrossed. 
The legislative battles will come over 
the railroad rate and convict labor 
measures. The outcome of either can- 
not be predicted with any degree of 
certainty. 

Spli¢ Over Cenvict Bill. 

Seven Democrats are standing with 
the 65 Republican members in opposi- 
tion to the contract system at the 
prison, though it is possible that sev- 
eral of these will return to the Demo- 
cratio majority for a substitute for 
the Cornelius bfll centinuing the sys- 
tem. 

A committee is preparing a substitute 
to provide for the continuance of ‘the 
system, an appropriation of probably 
$75,000, to equip one plant to be operated 
by the State and to appropriate 15 per 
cent of each convict’s earnings for the 
benefit of his family. 

House leaders believe that the seven 
insurgents may be brought back if the 
bill provides a start for abolishing the 
system by equipping one plant. 

It is known, however, that such a Dill 
will not meet with the approval of Sen- 
ators Crossley, Hawkins and Casey, 
who made an extended study of prison 
conditions, and that they will oppose it. 

Attitude of House Uncertain. 

There has been no real indication of 
the attitude of the House on the rall- 
road rate measure. Representatives of 
the roads have accepted the vote mak- 
ing the bill a special order of business 
for Wednesday morning as an indica- 
tion that the House ts favorable to the 
bill, but this is not certain. 

The insurance rating bill will be up 
for final passage in the House Tuesday 
morning. The rural credits bill will be 
a special order for Tuesday afternoon. 
The precinct option bill is first on the 
engrossment calendar for Monday.

HIS OWN # BOOKKEEPER 
C. J. Vopicka Cannot Get read 
to Handle Mail That Piles 
Up on Him. 


By a Cerrespondent of the Associated 
Press. 
BUCHARDST, Rumania, Fed. 10— 


Charies J. Vopicka of Chieago, the 
American Minister to Rumania, Servia 


and Bulgaria, has found himself in aif 


peculiar position as a result of the war. 


The demands upon him have been such 
that when an Associated Press cor- 


respondent visited him at his pdiatial 


home in Bucharest, the American Min- 
ister was wrestling with bookkeep- 
ing and correspondence in all the 
je languages of Centra] Europe. 

He was sitting behind a large desk 

with letters each containing 
either a request for information as to 
the fate of some missing soldier from 
Austria-Hungary, Germany, Servia or 
Russia, or a money order for some 
prisoner of war. 

“This is the second of our five daily 
mail deliveries,” said he, ‘“‘and so far 
I have received 102 fetters. My small 
staff is 
obliged to lend a hand. I thought this 
would be only until somebody could be 
found to do the work. But such peo- 
ple are extremely scarce in Rumania. 
So I started in to keep books and reo: 
ords, act as mail clerk, and about the 
only thing I have not done so far is 
to take my letters to the postoffice.” 

Likes Work New. 

In private life Vopicka is a wealthy 
Chicago banker and brewer. 

“IT have come to like the work,” he 
said, after telling how he spent from 12 
to 16 hours in bookkeeping each day.

them, but reassurance for some poor soul 
at home. I retransmit money from per- 
sons in Austria-Hungary, Germany, 
Servia and Russia to prisoners of war 
held in the enemy’s country. 

“Some of the amounts transmitted are 
humble mites for prisoners whose rela- 
tives had to save hard to spare even the 
little they send. The remittances to of- 
ficers are larger as a rule. Some of the 
Austrian prisoners held by the Servians 
are wealthy 
from home in thousands, 

“I must deal here in German marks, 
Austria-Hungarian kronen, Servian 
francs, Russian rubles and Humania 
lel. I am glad that I had at least a 
little experience as banker, for other- 
wise my predicament would be greater 
than it is.” 

Serbs Treat Prisoners Well. 

A few weeks ago the American Min- 
ister made a trip to Servia to inquire 
into treatment of the Austro-Hungarian 
prisoners of war. He reported that the 
men were well treated. They are given 
three substantial meals a day and few 
of them complained.

St. Louisans who visit the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition at San Francisco this 
year will not see the photographs of sev- 
eral hundred St. Louis children which 


display in the Temple of Childhood, an 
exposition concession. There is no Tem- 
ple of Childhood, and San Francisco dis- 


one. 

A nation-wide enrollment of children’s 
names was begun in the summer of 191 
by the promoters of the Temple of Child- 
hood, and certificates were 
parents in St. Louis and other cities, 
telling them that their children had been 
chosen as representatives of the child 
life of their respective communities, and 
asking them to visit the “official pho- 
tographer,” who would make a picture 
suitable for display in the temple. 

Many Received Certificates. 

The first impression which most of 
the proud parents got was that their 
children had received some unique and 
especial honor, and had been singled out 
from a whole city for their beauty. This 
impression disappeared as the parents 
learned that many other parents had cer- 
tificates just like their own, but still 
there was a brisk rush of fond mothers 
and their children to the official pho- 
tographer. 

No charge was made, the parents were 
told, for the taking of a picture for dis- 
play in the temple. If they wished any 
coples made of the picture for them- 
selves, the regular price was quoted. E. 
Sherman Danby, professional press agent 
and promoter, was in St. Louis for sev- 
eral weeks in behalf of the project, and 
he explained that he and his associates 
proposed to get thelr profit by renting 
the temple’s space to dealers fn various 
articles for children. The temple he 
said, was also to be headquarters for 
“better baby” contests, and for every- 
thing in the exposition relating to child 
life. 

Frank R. Tate, St. Louls theatrical 
man, was associated with Danby in the 
enterprise. J. C. Strauss was the of- 
ficial phgtographer here, and there were 
official photographers in Chicago, New 
York and other cities. According to 
Danby, 800 pictures of children living in 
St. Louls and suburbs were made for 
display in the Temple. The list includ- 
ed the children of families living In all 
parts of the city, with Portland place, 
Lenox place and other such neighbor- 
hoods represented. 

St. Louis Photos Never Forwarded. 

Strauss said yesterday he had not for- 
warded the pictures to San Francisco, 
as he had been awaiting assurance that 
a suitable building had been provided to 
receive them. Lately he was informed 
that the company was ifn litigation with 
the exposition management. 

San Francisco dispatches stated the 
promoters failed to meet the financial 

equirements of the exposition manage- 
ment, and that the concession was can- 
celed, and the space set apart for the 
Temple was put to other uses. Thou- 
sands of photographs were left on the 
exposition authorities’ hands, and they 
are returning to parents &l! the pictures 
which bear addresses.

LOSES SUIT FOR 
LOST BOND FUND 


Sought to Recover $29,200 Put 


by Late James F. Coyle in 
B. G. Lewis’ Bank. 


A jury in Judge McBihinney’s court 
at Clayton yesterday decided in favor 
of Edward G. Schall, administrator of 
the estate of the late James F.. Coyle, 
in a suit brought by University City to 
recover $23,200 deposited by Coyle in the 
People’s Savings Trust Co., when Coyle 
was treasurer of University City. 

The money was part of the proceeds 
of a $100,000 bond issue voted to build a 
bridge over the River des Peres at 6600 
Olive street road. 

When the bonds were voted Coyle was 
treasurer of the EH. G. Lewis Publishing 
Co., which owned the People’s Savings 
Trust Co., now in the hands of receiv- 
ers. Schall, as administrator, was sued 
on the contention that Ooyle acted on 
his own initiative in depositing the 
money with the trust company. 

The defense maintained that Coyle 
acted as the agent of University City 
and in selecting a despository for the 
money he followed instructions given 
to him by BR G. Lewis, then Mayor ef 


i; University City, and by the Board of 


Aldermen, several of whom were in- 
terested in the Lewis enterprises. 
The jury sustained this contention. 

At the trial depositiong ef EH. G. 
Lewig and Franeis V. Putnam, a for- 
mer officer of the Lewis Publishing 
Co., were read. Lewis, in his deposi- 
tion, said he was busy building two 
cities and laying out 40,000 acres of 
orchard in California, and for that 
reason could not come to St. Louts te 
testify. Putnam’s deposition said his 
business in Chicago would not per- 
mi¢ him te some here. 

Hickman Pp, Rodgers, ef counsel for 
University City, in hig argument de- 
scribeq Lewis and Putnam as “mi- 
gratory birds who came to University 
City and lald thelr eggs and then 
flew away.” “And they laid some 
mighty bad eggs, too,” he added. 

Rodgers said he believed that if 
Coyle had lived he would have reim- 
bursed -University City for its loss 
On the bridge bonds, 

Rodgers filed notice of appeal.

Decision Is Declared to Be 
Necessary and Entirely 
Justified Because of the 
Attempted Submarine

Lives of Passengers and

Not Be Affected. 


Declaration Expected to Go 
Into Effect Feb. 26 or 27 


—Neutrals to Take Steps 


to Insure Continuance of 
Supplies. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—Great 
Britain, France and their allies 
have advised neutral countries 
that they hold themselves at lib- 
erty to stop all shipping to and 
from Germany and the coun- 
tries of her allies. 

Publie announcement of this action 
will be made early next week, prob- 
ably Monday. The text of the dec- 
laration will set forth that this de- 
cision is necessary because of Cer- 
man submarine attacks, but that Great 
Britain and France will respect the 
lives of crews and passengers in any 
steps they may take. 


The declaration is not a reply to 
the American representations looking 
to a cessation of German submarine 
activity and the admission of food 
to Germany for civilians. 

Tht declaration will not affect car 
goes shipped before the date of this 
advice to neutrals. 


The exact date carried by the deo 
laration has not been announced, but 
it is probably Feb. 26 or 27. 


“No special articles of commerce will 
be mentioned in the British-French 
declaration. Cotton and foodstuffs, 
for example, will not be specified, but 
the terms will be general. The situ- 
ation created will be entirely justi- 
fied, aceording to the English view, 
because of Germany's unprecedented 
action in attempting a submarine 
blockade, regardless of danger to the 
crews and passengers of ships. 


Shipping in the Baltic will not be 
affected except as Great Britain and 
her allies prevent supplies from en- 


fer reexportation to Germany. Hol-

FRAGMENTS OF SHELLS, THIN 
AS VISITING CARDS, KILL MEN 


Autepsies Are Necessary to Reveal 
Cause of Death of Soldiers 
in®the Trenches. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press 

PARIS, Feb. 27.—‘The legend of 
the asphyxiating properties of the 
three-inch projectile,” says an artil- 
lery officer, “has been accounted for. 
We often found in the trenches bodies 
of soldiers who appeared to have been 
struck by a thunderbolt—no trace of 
wound, no blood to be found on their 
bodies, It was finally decided to clear 
up the matter and autopsies were 
made of such cases. 

Each time there was found some- 
where in the body a small fragment 
of our three-inch shell, having made 
an imperceptible wound but having 
penetrated to a vital spot, causing 
mortal internal hemorrhages. This is 
due to the marvelous shell which 
breaks on the average into 2000 
pieces, about half the length of a 
lead pencil and the thickness of a 
visiting card.” 


MISSING LINK IN EVOLUTION 
OF THE HORSE IS DISCOVERED 


Fosstl of Prehistoric Three-toed An- 
imal Found in California Moun- 
tains by University Student. 

BERKELEY, Cal., Feb. 27.—A miss- 
ing link in the evolution of the horse 
has been discovered in the miocene 
strata of the Southern Sierra Nevada 
by John P. Bulwalda, a graduate stu- 
dent in the paleontological department 
of the University of California. 

The find was reported today to the 
Pacific Coast division of the Paleon- 
tological Society assembled in con- 
vention here. 

The fossil form discovered by 
Buwalda is that of a three-toed horse 
of the type long sought by scientists 
to fill the gap in the history of the 
horse. It is said that the fossil fits 
precisely the description of a hy- 
-pothetical animal which sctentists 
maintained must have existed in 
horse history. !

Henry Schaeffer, 18, Slain 
While Trying to Break Into 
Olive Street Restaurant.

IS CAPTURED 


COMPANION 


W. E. Morton, Waiter and Night 
Watchman, Fired Through 
Window of Cafe. 


Henry Schaeffer, 18. years olf, who 
roomed at 116 North Broadway, was 
shot and killed about 11:45 o’clock last 
night while attempting to rob a res- 
taurant at 202 Olive street. The shoot- 
ing was done by W. E. Morton, who for 
three years has been a waiter and night 
watchman at the restaurant. 


Policemen, attracted by the shooting, 
found Schaeffer lying in the arms of 
his brother, Fred, 19 years old, who, 
after being arrested, confessed that he 
and his brother had tried to break into 
the restaurant after looking over other 
houses in the neighborhood. He said 
they decided upon the restaurant be- 
cause they were hungry. 

Three times within the last two 
weeks efforts had been made to rob 
the restaurant. A week ago the 
watchman had thrown pepper in the 
eyes of a negro who broke a rear 
window, next to the one through 
which the Schaefer brothers tried to 
gain entrance. After this experienge 
Morton bought a revolver. 

Morton, who slept on a cot near the 
window, told the police he was 
awakened by the sound of broken 
glass. He fired three shots from his 
cot but was not certain at first that 
anyone had been struck. 

One of the ~bullets penetrated 
Schaeffer's right breast and he fell 
into a cellar stairway just outside 
the window. He was pulled from 
there by his brother, who was trying 
to revive him when the police ar- 
rived. Morton, meanwhile, had tele- 
phone police headquarters. 

Schaeffer apparently had been 
killed instantly. In one pocket he had 
an empty pillow slip and beside the 
broken window wag a screwdriver. 

Shortly after Fred Schaeffer had been 
locked up, a girl about 18 years old en- 
tered the station excitedly and inquired 
about the brothers. When told one was 
dead she said she is their sister, Dora, 
and lives at 1044 North Vandeventer 
avenue. The brother who was killed, 
she said, had served a term in the 
workhouse, and that both the young 
men always were in trouble. Their 
father lives at Belleville. 

She has been supporting him and at 
the same time giving her brothers 
money at frequent intervals. She de- 
clined to say how she learned of their 
trouble last night. 

The restaurant is owned by Mrs. 
Florence Cahill of 315 North Twentieth 
street. Norton, the watchman, was held 
by the police for a time and then re- 
leased, to appear at the Coroner's in- 
quest.

E. A. P. Haynes’ Canadian Ce- 
ment Company Becomes 
Bankrupt. 


HE HAS GONE TO CHINA 


Concern Capitalized at $1,500,- 
000—Many Prominent Men 
Among Investors.

EDMONTON, Alberta, Canada, Feb. 
27.—The Edmonton Portland Cement Co., 
with a capitalization on paper of $1,- 
500,000, which was organized by Edgar 
Allen Poe Haynes, meteoric St. Louis 
promoter, went into voluntary liquida- 
tion today. Haynes, who left Edmonton 
two years ago, is said to have gone to 


China. 

Judge George Hedley Vicars Bulyea, 
first Lieutenant-Governor of the Prov- 
ince of Alberta, is one of the hundreds 
of shareholders in the concern, which 
was organized by Haynes in 191]. At- 
torney-General Gross is another, and 
Mathew McCauley, former Warden of 
the Alebrta Penitentiary, is said to have 
invested more than $100,000 cash in the 
enterprise. 

The large shareholders are trying, it is 
stated, to protect the interests of the 
small ones, many of whom invested all 
their savings in the company. The lia- 
bilities are estimated at $57,000, and the 
assets are being investigated. 

War Given as Cause. 

The reason given for the decision to 
liquidate is that the closing of Govern- 
ment works, railroad construction and 
other public works, because of the war, 
has destroyed the market for cement. 
The real reason, it is reported, is that 
the substantial shareholders, in their at- 
tempt to reorganize the concern, found 
a large amount of watered stock. This 
stock is said to have been given out 
by Haynes in payment of hotel bills, and 
even for taxicab hire. Haynes’ method, 
it is said, was to pay at the rate of 
$1000 worth of stock in settlement of a 
$500 obligation. 

Allan Haynes, as he called himself 
here, came to Edminton in 1911 from 
Spokane, Wash., where he founded and 
published a daily paper, the Inland 
Herald, now defunct. He started the 
cement concern after a flamboyant aa- 
vertising campaign. 


At the time when, according to the 
foregoing dispatch, Haynes was en- 
listing the confidence of the leading men 
of the Province of Alberta, he was under 
three indictments in St. Louis, relating 
to his transactions as general agent for 
the Manhattan Insurance Co. in this 
city. 

Posed as Devout Churchman, 

Haynes was local manager of the 
Aetna Life Insurance Co. in St. Louis 
from 1898 to 1906. He held daily 
prayer meetings in his office, which all 
the company’s agents were expected 
to attend. He served as lay pastor 
of Hope Congressional Church at 
Easton and Belt avenues, and he was 
the founder of the City Mission. 

In March, 1906, Haynes resigned as 
manager of the Aetna, owing that 
company, according to his own subse- 
quent statement, $23,000, He paid 
$17,000 of this, he said, by the pro- 
ceeds of his interest in the agency. 
He then took the agency of the 
Manhatten Insurance Co., but re 
linguisheé this agency a year later, 
owing the Manhatten company $4000. 
He went to Chicago, then to the 
Northwest, and located in Spokane. 
Quit St. Louis Owing Large Sums. 

After Haynes’ departure, it became 
known that he had obtained large 
loans from a number of St. Louisans, 
who were still waiting for the re- 
turn of their money, and that others 
had lost heavily through acommodat- 
ing him. John H. Vette, Haynes’ 
note broker, said his dealings with 
Haynes cost him more than $10,000, 

The indictments against Haynes 
were returned by the grand jury in 
July, 1910, and charged him witn ir- 
regularities in his dealings with the 
Manhattan Insurance (Co. 

J. C. Shaner, whom Haynes engaged 
as his St. Louis attorney, last night 
said he had not heard from Haynes 
since 1911. Haynes never was arresv. 
ed or tried on the 8t. Louis indict- 
ments, he said, because the Circuit 
A*torney’s office did not have funds 
to send an officer in search of him.

Pierre S. Du Pont, acting president 
for the past seven years, during 
which his administration has met 
with success, will, it is expected, be 
elected to the presidency. There will 
be no changes in the management.

Apparently, the outer forts could not 
withstand a great bombardment, and 
when they had been leveled, and de- 
serted by their defenders, men were 
landed from the ships to complete the 
work of demolition while mine 
sweepers cleared a passage for ships 
in the straits.

15, 1878, when the fall of Oon- 
stantinople to the Russians was 
supposed to be imminent, another 
British fleet steamed through the 
Dardanelles. This time it went 
through without being fired up- 
on, but against the protests of 
the Turkish Government, the 
Admiral in charge having orders 
to steam through, ‘‘with or 
without permission.’’ These, 
together with the famous ex- 
ploit of Capt. William Bainbridge 
of the Yankee frigate George 
Washington, in 1818, constitute 
the only three isstances in his- 
tory of the passage vf the Turk- 
ish forts by foreign warships 
without permission. 

The right of the Ottoman Gov- 
ernment to refuse passage through 
the Dardanelles to foreign war- 
ships without permission from the 
Porte was upheld by the treaty of 
July, 1841, which was ratified by 
the Treaty of Paris in 1856. Mer- 
chant vessels are allowed past 
Chanak-Kalehsi at the present 
time only in daylight. 

Capt. Bainbridge’s exploit was 
performed when he was on his 
way to Constantinople with a 
party of Tripolitan envoys to 
the Porte. Bainbridge had no 
passports when thoy were de- 

ia at the Dardanelles and 
to wait for them would mean ly- 
ing at anchor for three months, 
so he decided upon a ruse. He 
started to salute as if to obey the 
order not to enter the straits. As 
soon as the fort began to reply 
he set sail and when the smoke 
cleared away he was well on his 
way up the Dardanelles. The 
fortress guns were stationary and 
could not be turned to fire on 
him, and a short time later he 
dropped anchor before the city of 
Constantinople, where he was well 


received.

French Have Taken 600 Meters of 
Trenches in Chanrpagne. 

PARIS, via London, Feb. 27.—The fol- 
lowing official communication was is- 
sued by the War Office tonight: 

“In the Dunes, near Lombaertzyde, one 
of our patrols captured a German trench, 
killed the occupants and took a ma- 
chine gun. 

“In Champagne our progress of Fri- 
day evening to the‘north of Mesgnil-les- 
Hurius has made us masters of 6500 
meters of German trenches, where we 
made about 100 prisoners and captured 
two machine guns and one quick-firer. 
This attack was brilliantly carried out 
with the bayonet. 

“A strong German counter attack was 
repulsed during the course of Friday 
night. Today we made fresh progress 
to the west of Perthes and to the north 
of Beausejour. In Lorraine at Lane- 
uveville, near the Forest of Parroy, a 
German attack was repulsed.

Ruesstans Recapture Prsasnyss, Re- 
cently Taken by the Germans, 

PETROGRAD, via London, Feb. 27.— 
The following officia) communication 
from headquarters was issued tonight: 

During Feb. 26 the Germans appeared 
to pass to the defensive along almost the 
whole front. On the left bank of the 
Niemen, on the roads to Symnom and 
Sorey, there have been actions following 
the progress of our advance guard. 

“North of Grodno the battle has been 
limited to an intense fire by the enemy. 
At the village of Tcharnevo a German 
battalion, with sappers, advanced to- 
wards the Bobr Valley. Our artfllery, 
seizing the moment when part of the 
columns had crossed to our bank, almost 
ennihilated it. The survivers, consist- 
ing of five officers and a few score 
men, were made prisoners. 

“The guns of the fortress of Ossowetz 
are successfully engaging the enemy’s 
heavy batteries, 
and 12-inch mortars. 

“Our offensive at Przasnysz has been 
vigorously pursued. We have recaptured 
the town of Przasnysz, which the Ger- 
mans had temporarily occupied. 

“The German retreat is spreading over 
a constantly widening front at some 
points assuming the character of a dis- 
orderly flight.” 

“The prisoners we have taken up to 
the present number 4 officers and 38600 
soldiers; our captures are constantly in- 
creasing. Our cavalry continues fn pur- 
suit of the retiring Germans. 

There has been no change on the left 
bank of the Vistula, on the Dunajec 
River or in the Carpathians, 

“In Bastern Galicia tn the Roenatow 
Gistrict, we have repulsed desperate 
Austrian attacks and captured the last 
five days 19 officers and 1598 soldiers, 
taking also five machine guns.” 


Artillery Duele Take Piace on the 
Polish-Galician Frontier. 
VIENNA, via London, 11 p. m., Feb. 
?71.—The following Austrian official state- 

ment was given out here tonight: 

“At some points on the Polish Galician 
frontier there have been lively artillery 
duels. 

‘The genera! situation in the Carpathi- 
ans is unchanged. There has been vig- 
oreus fighting tin the sector of Touk- 
holka and Wiszkow. 

“A fresh attack on our position in 
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heavy loss to the enemy after bitter 
fighting at close quarters. The ninth 
Finnish regiment left on our positions 
800 dead and at least an equal number 
of wounded.

~VROOSEVELT FILES 


REPLY 1 BARNES 
IN LIBEL ACTION 


Bill of Particulars in Reponse to 
Demand of Republican Who 
Sued Former President. 


By Associated Press, 

SYRACUSBD, N. Y., Feb. 27.—The loca] 
attorneys for Theodore Roosevelt, in 
the libel action brought against the 
former President by William Barnes 
Jr. today received copies of the bill of 
particulars which Col. Roosevelt has 
filed in reply to. Barnes’ demand. 

Barnes called for a specification of 
“the several matters in regard to which 
the adminstration of the State Govern- 
ment of New York has been insuf- 
flicient, wastefull and in some _ in- 
instances corrupt.” 

Roosevelt replies that the periods re- 
ferred to are the years ‘1911, 1912, 1913 
and 1914. He bases his information on 
an editorial published in Barnes’ news- 
paper, and also on the platform adopted 
by the Republicans in the last State 
campaign which charged the Democrats 
with gross abuses in adminstration and 
legislation dgring the four years they 
were in power. 

Specifications are given by Col. 
Roosevelt to the charge that from 1893 
to 1914 there had been co-operation be- 
tween the Democratic and Republican 
organizations with regard to legislation. 
In answer to request for names of po- 
litical leaders who are alleged to 
have been hostile to the franchise tax 
law, Roosevelt names Barnes, among 
others. 

Can’t Name “Big Moneyed Men.” 

In regard to times and places when 
and where Barnes is alleged to have 
entered into agreements (or others with 
his knowledge entered into agreements) 
with regard to legislation of executive 
action which should be favored or op- 
posed, as ft would affect certain pecuri- 
ary interests, Roosevelt says it. was 
since 1896 and prior to September 28, 1914. 
He gives the names of the parties with 
whom such alleged agreements were 
entered into as Anthony N. Brady, Rob- 
ert C. Pruyn, the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company and the Equitable Life Insur- 
ance Company of New York. 

Col. Roosevelt says that in 1899 and 
1900 Barnes and Thomas C. Platt repeat- 
edly urged upon him the retention of 
Leuis F. Payn as Superintendent of 
insurance. Col. Roosevelt acknow- 
ledged that he is unable to give the 
names of the “big moneyed men of both 
political parties whose contributions to 
the organization in the past have been 
heavy and who possessed so much in- 
fluence in the newspaper and business 
vorid it was not safe to antagonize 
them,” for the reason, he asserts, that 
3arnes ‘“‘omitted to mention them to 
the defendant when he made the fore- 
going statement concerning them.” 

Defeat of Racing Bill. 

He says that Tamamny Hall and the 
Democratic organization was ready to, 
and did, work with the Republican or- 
anization in defeating the Agnew-Hart 
racing bill in 1908 and the direct pri- 
mary legislatior in 19lv. 

Col. Roosevelt goes on to tell Barnes 
the times and ;iaces at Avhich Barnes

(s0ov. Hughes,’’ in 1909. Roosevelt says 
that he hiinself urged the re-nomination 
of Gov. Hughes to Elihu Root and 
Barnes, and that Barnes was “very 
active tn working for the defeat of the 
direct primary !egislalion in 1910,” {sg an- 
other oesertion in the reply. 

Election of U. 8, Senator, 

kie gays that he has no personal 
knowledge or information as to the ex- 
act time or where Barnes made any ar- 
rangements with Charles F. Murphy to 
the effect that the Republican members 
of the Legislature were not to interfere 
with the election of a United States 
Senator, but that he is informed and he- 
lieves this arrangement to have been 
made during the winter or spring of 
i911, when the deadlock over tie election 
of a Senator was in progress.

German Council’ Adopts War 
Budget of $2,510,500,000 


BERLIN, Feb. 27, via London.—The 
Federal Council adopted today the pre- 
liminary budget estimates, including 10,- 
042,000,000 marks ($2,510,500,000) for extrea- 
ordinary expenditures. This amount is 
for carrying on the war. 

The eStimate of ordinary expenditures 
ig 8,323,000,000 marks ($830,750,000). Almost 
all of the amount to be devoted to the 
war will be raised by loans.. The Co- 
logne Savings Bank has subscribed to 
26,000,000 marks ($5,000,000) and the Vic 
torla Insurance Company to 30,000 00) 
marks 17,500,000) of the new war loan. 

No redemption of war loans is provid- 
ed for tn the budget, as methods for 
such redemption can only be decided 
upon after the war. The treasury bonds 
credit is fixed at 1,000,000,000 marks ($250, - 
(0,000). 

The funds to provide for those killed 
in the War amounted at the beginning of 
February to 41,938,900 marks. The arma- 
ment levy is estimated at 960,000,000 
marks, of which it is expected two in- 
stallments of 320,000,000 marks will be 
paid. No separate colonial estimates 
will be presented, as the war has inter 
rupted all communication with the colo- 
nies. 

The increase in revenue in the ordi- 
nary budget is estimated at 25,906,450 
marks and the increased expenditures 
at 180,359,000 marks.

petent force,’’ and that neutrals are 
Lound to respect that right. They di- 
vide such blockades into two classes, 
simple of de facto, and public. The lat- 
ter class is defined as one ‘‘where the 
investment is not only actually estab 
lished, but where also a public notifica 
tion of the fact is made to neutral pow- 
ers of the Government or officers of 
State declaring the blockade.” 
Notification Binding. 

Such a notification, it is added by the 
frame authorities, is considered binding. 
not only upon a neutral state, but als« 
upon its citizens. The result is to throw 
the burden of proof upon the captured 
vessels seized while attemrting to enter 
a blockaded port. The blockade is held 
to be in force until formal notification of 
its withdrawal has been recetved. 

The exact date of the issuance of the 
blockade notification, it is held, will 
be of the utmost importance, since a 
vessel sailing for a blockaded port in 
ignorance of the fact that it has been 
blockaded has been held not Hable te 
condemnation. A treaty of 1794 between 
Great Britain and the United States 
made this specific provision, and proc- 
lamations issued in Washington declar- 
ing blockades during the Civil War fol 
lowed this theory. 

Fifteen Days to Leave Ports. 

It has been the general international 
rule, it is said, for neutral vessels in 
ports to be blockaded to be allowed at 
least 15 days after the blockade is an- 
nounced in which to leave those ports 
without cargo. After that time they 
are subject to seizure. 

If the notification of the Anglo-French 
blockade of German ports is accepte:l 
by the United States Government as in 
accordance with international law, it 
is assumed that formal warning will be 
given American ship owners and ship- 
pers in a proclamation by the President. 
Government officials refused to discuss 
the matter in the absence of official 
confirmation of the British plan. It was 
made clear, however, that such notice, 
when received, would be subjected tu 
rigorous inspection as to its conform- 
ity with international precedent. 

It is noted here that the London dis- 
patch does not specifically designate 
the proposed British action as a ‘‘block- 
ade’ and if the formal announcement 
observes the same distinction in terms, 
new problems may arise. 

In a general way the British action 
might then be similar to the German 
“war zone’ declaration, with the ex- 
seption of the fact that it gives assur- 
ances that the tives of those aboard 
vessels halted ‘‘will be respected.”’ 

Plan Far-Reaching. 

The British plan apparently is more 
far-reacning that the German, however, 
since “all shipping to and from Ger- 
many and her allies,’ is aimed at, ac- 
cording to the Iondon dispatch, while 
the German declaration indicates Brit- 
ish shipping only as the object of inter: 
ference, neutral vessels being endan- 
gered only because of the difficulty in 
ascertaining their nationality in the pre- 
ecribed zones, 

No comment was obtainable on this 
rhase of the problem, but it is assumed 
this will be among the considerations 
weighed by Washington officials in de- 
termining upon any course of action 
when the official notification of Great 
Britain’s intentions is received. 


WAITS TWO YEARS, RE-WEDS 
MAN DAY HE LEAVES PRISON 


Woman Meets Him at Gate of Pent- 
tentiary When He Is Released 
After Serving Term 
for Bigamy. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.—After 
waiting two years for the nan who 
led her into a bigamous marriage to 
be released from prison, Miss Ella 
Filber met him at the gate of the 
penitentiary with a smile and a kiss 
of forgiveness today, when his sen- 
tence expired, and was married to 
him again by the prison chaplain. 

John William Strike, while em- 
ployed as a telegraph operator at 
Kirksville, Mo., courted and married 
Miss Filber nearly three years ago. 
The authorities discovered that Strike 
had another wife in an Eastern State. 
He was tried and convicted of bigamy 
and sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary. 

His second wife came to Jefferson City 
and obtained employment as a seam- 
stress. She never lost an opportunity to 
see him and was a regular attendant at 
all chapel exercises and public entertain- 
ments held at the prison. 

Strike proved a model prisoner and 
was released under the three-fourths 
rule for good behavior. His first 


wife meantime had obtained a di- 
vorce.

SPY ALLEGATIONS 
CALL FOR AGTION 


Wife of Man Held in Passport 
Scandal Writes Plea to 
the President. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Officials 
of the State Department today said 
that they were not satsified that the 
allegationg made against Capt. Boy- 
ed, of the German Embassy, purport- 
ing to involve him in the passport 
scandal, were strong enough to cause 
this Government to make representa- 
tions to the German Government. 


They intimated that the administra- 
tion was anxious to see all the evi- 
dence in the case before formally 
acting on the chargés. They § said 
also that unless the President should 
direct that action be taken the De- 
partment of State would make no 
representations. 

What appears to be a well-founded 
report emanated from the State De- 
partment tonight to the effect that 
within the next 48 hours another mem- 
ber of the German embassy staff may 
be named in connection with the pass- 
port scandal. 

The secrecy maintained by the Ger- 
man embassy concerning Capt. Boy- 
ed's whereabouts, coupled with a denial 
of his presence in Washington, where 
he was seen today, has given rise to 
a rumor that the naval attache came 
to Washington to say good-by to his 
friends before leaving the country. 

The President today received a let- 
ter from Mrs., Richard Peter Stegler, 
at New York City, asking him _ to 
cause the release of her husband. The 
letter was turned over to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. It is understood 
that the White House will pay no 
further attention to the communica- 
tion. The text of the letter follows: 

Asks Help for Husband, 

‘Dear Mr. Wilson: I am writing 
to ask your help for my husband, 
Richard P. Stegler, who is now in the 
Tombs, because he told the _ truth 
about the German spy system in this 
country. My husband was born in 
Hanover, Germany, and was a naval 
reservist. He is 33 years old and has 
been in this country four and one- 
half years. He had taken out his 
first naturalization papers, intending 
to become an American citizen. 

“When the war broke out he lost 
his position. His father, Frederich 
Stegler, is a cigar manufacturer in 
Muskau, Germany. He tried to send 
us money to help my husband over 
the time until he should find employ- 
ment, but the German Government 
stopped the letter and brought Mr. 
Stegler into court for daring to send 
German money out of the country. 

Failed to Get Work. 

‘My husband tried to get work, but it 
is hard for a foreigner to get work now 
in New York, so he went to Capt. Boy- 
Ed. Boy-Ed asked if he would be wil- 
ling to go abroad, and my husband said 
yes, if he could take me. We had only 
been married a month, and I was a 
etranger in the city. My folks live in 
Atlanta, Ga., and my father is James 
B. Pope, an officer of Fulton County, 
Ga. 

‘‘He said Boy-Ed had promised to pay 
over to me $150 a month all the time my 
husband was away, and that if anything 
happened to him Boy-Ed would pay me 
$15,000 cash and $1580 a month for all the 
rest of my life. 

“IT told him the money didn't make 
any difference, he had married me and 
was going to be an American, and no 
good American could be a spy for Ger- 
many. So my husband gave up the plan 
right away and told Boy-Ed he wouldn't 
go. He put the passports away instead 
ot returning them to Boy-Ed. My hus- 
band said the United States Government 
would want to know about this some day 
and if they did he would give the papers 
to you. 

Says He Told ‘fruth. 

“‘When the secret service men came to 
see my husband he told them the truth 
because he wanted everything to be 
known. He could have burned the pass- 
ports and saved himself from being ac- 
cused for forgery, but he came right out 
and told everything. 

“Now, I don’t know what to do. I 
haven't any money myself to ficht the 
case for him. My husband's friends 
were German and they all have turned 
against him. I am a stranger here and 
have no friends. The only thing I could 
think of was to appeal to you. My hus- 
band and I tried to do what is right to 
help the country, and now everything is 
all wrong. 

‘Hoping that you may be able to free 
my husband, I am, respectfully yours, 
“MRS. ANNETTE POPE STEGLER.”

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INQUIRY BY GRAND 
JURY INTO LOBBY 
AT STATE CAPITAL 


Prosecuting Attorney Peters An- 
nounces Investigation Will 
Begin Monday. 


By ea Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.—David 
W. Peters, Prosecuting Attorney of Cole 
County, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that the grand jury would inves- 
tigate Monday the presence in the cap- 
ital of a large number of unregistered 
lobbyists. 

“If there are lobbyists in Jefferson 
City who have not complied with the 
law and signed the register,’’ Peters 
said, ‘‘I will do everything in my power 
to obtain their indictment and convic- 
tion.’’ 

Charles U. Becker, representative in 
the Legislature from Polk County, in- 
troduced a resolution in the House 
Thursday charging that the city was 
full of lobbyists who had not registered, 
and demanded that the Governor and 
the Attorney-General investigate condi- 
tions. 

The resolution was defeated, but its 
defeat roused a storm of protest and 
Becker has volunteered to appear be- 
fore the grand jury and tell all he 
knows of lobbying in the Legislature. 

The Post-Dispateh on Thursday pub- 
lished the names of about 40 men most 
of whom have appeared here in the in- 
terest of special legislation and who 
have not signed the register in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State which 
the law provides. 

Wil Question Lobbyists, 

Peters said these men will be called 
before the grand jury to explain their 
presence here and will be asked why 
they failed to sign the register. 

Some of the men, who are here in th 
interest of certain bills and have failed 
to register, have made the contention 
that the lobby law applied only to lob- 
byists who are paid especially to do that 
kind of work. The construction placed 
on the statute by Peters is that it ap- 
plies to all persons who appear in the 
capital to obtain support for lezisla- 
ticn. 

“I belleve the Legislature which 
passed the law requiring lobbyists to 
register intended to include them all,’’ 
said Peters. “Any man who appears 
here in support of legislation should not 
be ashamed to sign the rcegister and let 
the public know what he is doing, and 
if he falls to do so, I think he can be 
prosecuted and convicted."’ 

The statute which requires all lobby- 
ists to sign the register and record the 
character of the legislation they are 
supporting, fixes a penaity of imprison- 
ment from 10 days to 12 months or a 
fine of from $0 to $1000, 

The law was passed in 1907, but there 
never has been @ prosecution for its 
viclation. Peters said if the law does 
not apply to all iobbyists he prefers for 
the Supreme Court to place that con- 
struction upon it. 

“I believe all men actively engaged in 
aiding special legisiation, are subject 
to the law,” said Peters, “and it makes 
no difference whether they are lobbying 
for big corporations or boosting the so- 
called “‘moral” and “reform” legisia- 
tion. ; 

“If any are exempted I want the Su- 
preme Court to take the responsibility 
of naming them, and then we will 
know where we stand.”

CONTINUES INVESTIGATION 


Thinks Purchaser of Weapon 
Who Resembled Dead Man 
May Have Been the Slayer. 


Still insisting that Adolphus J. Lang, 
a wine salesman of 4141 West Pine boule- 
yard, did not kill himself, but was mur- 
dered, Sigmund J. Lang of 320 Skinker 
road yesterday declared to Chief of De- 
tectives Allender his belief that his 
brother did not purchase the revolver 
which was found beside the body. Lang 
was found dead early Wednesday at the 
mouth of an alley on Sarah street, be- 
tween Maryland avenue and Lindell bou- 
levard. 

Harry Kanter, clerk in a loan shop at 
1500 Market street, has identified the re- 
volver as one which he sold last Sunday 
morning to a man answering Adolphus 
Lang's description, and resembling his 
photograph. 

Sigmund Lang 
vestigate the death, and told Allende: 
he had learned that at 9:30 a. m. last 
Bunday, the hour when his brother was 
supposed to have purchased the revol- 
ver, he was eating breakfast at his 
boarding house at the West Pine boule- 
vard address, in the presence of six 
other persons. WHanter described the 
purchaser as being about 6 feet 6 inches 
tall, poorly dressed and wearing a 
shabby hat. Lang declared his brother 
was 5 feet 914 inches tall, and one of 
the best dressed men in town. 

Lang Owned Handsome Weapon. 

Tang also believes Harry Geist, pro- 
prietor of a shop at 1707 Market street, 
was mistaken in his identification of 
Adolphus Lang as the man who sought 
to buy a revolver in his shop on Feb. 
19, and declined to purchase because tho 
cheapest pistol on sale was priced at $4. 
Geist had said the man declared he 
wanted a revolver as a gift to a watch- 
man. 

Lang declared his brother owned a 
handsome revolver of which he was 
proud and which he often showed to his 
friends, and that it was absurd to think 
that he would have haggled over a few 
dollars if he had been buying a weapon 
with which to end his life. Kanter said 
the man who bought the revolver at 
his shop was accompanied by a second 
man. Sigmund Lang said he could not 
believe his brother would have taken a 
companion along to buy a pistol with 
which to kill himself. 

Nhirks Purchaser 

His theory is that. another 
bought the revolver and that this man 
is the one who killed Adolphus Lang. 

After the conference with Lang, Al- 
lender stated that his department is 
keeping an open mind concerning the 
case and is not committed to either 
theory—suicide or murder. Several 
detectives are still working on the 
case, he said, and the investigation 
will continue as long as any clews 
needing investigation are discovered 
by his men or placed before him. 

Lang is working with the city de- 
tective department and has not e¢m- 
ployed private detectives. Whagsver 
tievelopments he places before the po- 
lice, he says, are learned either by 
himself or by a few friends who are 
aiding him. 

Lang took out administration papers 
yesterday in the Probate Court for his 
brother's estate. He estimated its value 
at $200, excluding insurance. He does 
no. know how much insurance Adolph- 
us Lang carried, and will not know 
until his brother’s safety deposit box is 
®pened tomorrow. An attorney for the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, who 
Called upon Allender yesterday, said 
Lang was insured in his company for 
$5000. The only heirs are Sigmund Lang 
and a sister, Mrs. Minnie Newman of 
Wew York, 

Sigmund Lang has also informed the 
bolice that his brother was induced ta, 
spend about $2000 for setting up in busi- 
ness a man living on Maryland ave- 
nue, and that the money was obtained 
through the influence of the man’s pre. 
tended wife.

WITHNELL WANTS 
Nant TO SELL IT 


Petition Says Expense of Heating 
Old St. Louis Landmark 
Is $400 a Year. 


The Withnell homestead at 3100 Mera- 
mec street, a landmark of older St. 
Louis, with its 15-room house and 4% 
acres of grounds, has become with the 
change of times an encumbrance rather 
than an asset, according to a petition 
filed in the Circuit Court yesterday for 
the owner of the estate, William Wain- 
wright Withnell. 

His father, the late John Withnell, 
directed in his will that the homestead 
should not be sold during the lifetime 
of William Withnell, who is now 4 
years old. The son asks the court 
for permission to sell the residence at 
once and to cut up the site into build- 
ing lots. 

He complains that the house, with its 
numerous high-ceiling rooms, is too 
large for the needs of his family, con- 
sisting of his wife, himself and a minor 
son. His four daughters are married 
and do not live with their parents. 
It costs $400 a year to heat the resi- 
dence, the petition states, and the 
taxes amount to $500 annually, exclud- 
ing special taxes such as a still out- 
standing tax bill of $5199.77 for street 
improvements. So expensive a luxury 
did the old homestead prove, it is said, 
that Withnell and his family moved out 
more than a year ago, leaving the 
house unoccupied. 

The neighborhood was in earlier days 
Cesirable for suburban residence, the 
petition says, some of the owners of 
homes nearby having been the late 
Gen. Frank P. Blair, Henry T. Blow 
and William Bartle, who owned a 10- 
acre place not far from the Withnell 
homestead, which was established by 
John Withnell 45 years old. 

The \-ithnell property lies between 
the sites of the Sacred Heart Convent 
and St. Anthony’s (the Monks) Church. 
The sites of the convent and church 
also were owned by the elder Withnell, 
who donated the ground to the Catholic 
Church for religious purposes. One of 
Withnell’s daughters became‘a nun in 
the Sacred Heart Institution. 

The court is asked to interpret the 
elder Withnell’s will in such a way as 
to permit the immediate sale of the 
property. The suit was filed through 
Clifford B. Allen, an attorney, as With- 
nell and his family are in Florida.

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DAY FOR RETURNS 
ON INGOME TAX 


Revenue Office Will Be Open 
Until Midnight if Necessary 
to Avoid Delinquencies. 


Tomorrow is the last day for mak- 
ing income tax returns and Collector 
George H. Moore announced thé In- 
ternal Revenue office at the Federal 
Building will be kept open until mid- 
night, if necessary, for the conveni- 
ence of those who wish to escape the 
penalties imposable upon delin- 
quents—an additional tax of 60 per 
cent, besides minimum fines of $20 
against individuals and $50 against 
corporations. 

Yesterday the office did not close 
at noon, but was open until 6 p. m. 
About 2000 returns were received 
during the day, chiefly through the 
mail, which required three men to 
handle. A number of persons visited 
the office to make their returns or 
to apply for an extension of time. 

To all those who made written ap- 
plications for the favor, an exten- 
sion of 30 days was granted. This is 
the maximum perliod- which Collector 
Moore is authorized to permit, so 
that in no case will the extension be 
beyond April 1. Between 300 and 400 
extensions have been granted, about 
150 of them yesterday. 

3200 Returns Yet Due. 


It was estimated by Moore that of 
the 16,000 individuals and corpora- 
tions subject to the income tax in Bt. 
Louis and the Eastern Missouri Dis- 
trict, comprising 53 counties, about 
four-fifths have already made their 
returns. This leaves approximately 
3200 returns which are due tomorrow. 

Returns gent by mail tomorrow, if 
the postmark shows they were mailed 
before midnight, will be accepted. 
| But if the postmark is later than 
midnight, the senders will be consid. 
ered as delinquents. 

Delinquents with good excuses, 
such as sickness or unavoidable ab- 
sence from the city, may, on present- 
ing their pleas in writing, be accord- 
ed the leniency of an extension of not 
more than 30 days.

R. M. Milligan, bullarng commissioner 
for the Board of Education, told a 
Post-Dispatch rtporter last night that 
he had discovered the $660,000 Grover 
Cleveland High School, designed to be 
the largest and most up-to-date in the 


city, is three feet “out of square;”’ that 
some of its supporting walls are hollow 
and others filled with rubbish and 
broken plaster, and that it must be re- 
eonstructed almost throughout before 
t can be occupied. 

Many of the structural defects were 
discovered in the last two weeks, while 
Milligan has been completing the unfin- 
ished structure that was abandoned in 
turn by the original contractor, the 
Wall Bros. Construction Co., and by 
Charles A. Leary of Boston, represent- 
ing two Hastern surety companies who 
furnished bond for the Wall Brothers. 

The hollow walls, walls out of plumb, 
and similar defects were so numer- 
ous, Milligan said, that every cubio 
foot of the building will be examined 
and tested before it is put in use. The 
greater part of the plastering and wood- 
work finishing must be torn out and 
done over, he said. All the defective 
walls are being removed and rebuilt. 

Roof Must Be Re-Covered., 

Portions of the roof covered with a 
composition roofing material are leaky 
‘and must be covered again. Excava- 
tions were made to determine the oon- 
dition of the foundation, and it proved 
up to specifications. 

Milligan, who was appointed commis- 
gioner of buildings by the School Board 
‘last October, said he could not under- 
stand how such conditions had been 
milowed to develop in the construction 
of the new high school. 

J. A. Whitlow, whose dismissal as 
chief engineer of the Board of Educa- 
tion is effective tomorrow, was acting 
Building Commissioner from May unttl 
October, last year, sucteeded Hans C. 
Toensfeldt, who résigned. 

Whitlow, when questioned by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night about con- 
ditions at the Grover Cleveland High 
School, said he knew of many of the 
defects described by Milligan, and had 
attempted to have the contractor ousted 
from the job last July, but had been 
overruled at a meeting of the entire 
School Board when he made the pro- 
posal. 

Says He Reported Conditiona, 

“The hollow condition of the walls 
Was unknown to me,” said Whitlow, 
“but I reported that walls were out of 
plumb, plastering and woodwork ex- 
“tremely imperfect, and that rubbish was 
used under wood flooring, when spec- 
ifications called for a concrete base. 
“After Toensfeldt resigned, taking 
/wtih him an expert engineer, the board 
had only one man who could act as 
inspector at the school.

Supreme Naval Power 
Would Follow Victory 
of Which She Now 
Dreams and This With 
Her Military Strength, 
Would Hold World in 
Awe. 
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By Guglielmo Ferrero, 
Noted Italian Historian and Student 
of Modern Europe. 

FRIEND of mine who belongs to a 
A neutral nation recently had oc- 

casion of seeing the Crown Prince 
of Germany on the French frontier at 
the general headquarters of the army 
that he is commanding. After a long 
conversation with him my friend had 
the impression that the Prince is a 
young man of ideas much less warlike 
and military than is reported of him. 
His Highness said that he regretted very 
much this new’ war that had broken 
out with France, and strongly desired 
an early peace. However, when my 
friend asked him under what conditions 


peace, the Prince replied that the de- 
termining of them would not depend 
on him. 

But he immediately added that Ger- 
many would never consent, !f not com- 
pelled by force, to restore to Belgium its 
former state. In one form or another, 
either as a land of the empire or a pro- 
tectorate, Belgium must ffom now de- 
pend on Germany. 

DO not guarantee that the form of 
this thought is expressed exactly 

as to the letter, but I believe my- 
self capable of affirming that the sense 
is exact. So then if today, when the 
fates of war are hanging still uncertain, 
and when none can exclude the possi- 
bility of the war terminating with the 
defeat of the German army, the heads 
of that empire are already saying that 
at no cost except by force will they re- 
nounce the possession of Belgium, we 
can be very sure of the fate that, if 
the German arms are victorious, would 
await that which was the little king- 
dom of Albert. In one way or another 
Germany would take it. 

F Germany, victorious, would add 

for herself vast French territories 

to the Belgian territory, I cannot 
attempt to say, because it is easier to 
have moéest desires before victory than 
after. At least, let us take the words of 
the Germans when they say that, if 
victorious, they do not want to attack 
any of the French territory at all, but 
would content themselves with the ‘‘rec- 
tification” of Germany’s boundaries on 
the basis of the Briey country in Lor- 
raine and a few strips of French land 
in the north. Now, let us see what con- 
sequences a peace made in this way 
could have for Burope, 

At first sight, after such a bloody 
war, this peace would seem generous. 
The victorious empire would not have 
grown much. The surface of Belgium 
does not quite reach 30,000 square kilo- 
meters. Its precise dimensions are 29,451

OW, if we understand that the ter- 
N ritory of Briey in French Lor- 
F raine—that even today, when still 
far from victorious the Germans con- 
fess to having designs upon—contains, 
perhaps, the most colossal and richest 
layers of iron in all Europe; that Lux- 
emburg also is very rich in iron; that 
in the French territory now occupied by 
the Germans near Belgium there are 


the richest mines of coal in France, some 


of thern being among the richest in the 
world, the conclusion is clear. 

Everybody knows that Germany her- 
self is today the richest country in fos- 
sil coal in Continental Europe, thanks 
to the immense carboniferous basins of 
German-Lorraine and of Ruhr. Ger- 
many, moreover, has rich iron mines, 
even if these do not vet sufficie to nour- 
ish innumerable great furnaces. 

Now, if Germany could sycceed in get- 
ting possession of Belgium and Luxem- 
burg and in swelling her boundary to 
the disadvantage of France, she would 
be gaining possession of almost all the 
mines of fossil coal and of iron in 
Hurope. Exception being made of Rus- 
sia, she would have almost a monopoly 
in all Continental Hurope of metalurgi- 
cal industries. 


Vast Strides Made by 


Germany in Iron Output. 
HOROUGHLY to understand the 
enormous consequences of such an 
industrial revolution, we need only 
turn our thoughts to the times in which 
we live. We live in the age of iron and 
of fire. Vulcan is the god that in our 
century has overthrown all the other 
gods and taken possession of Olympia. 
Iron is the’ principal metal which we

turing over 9,000,000 tons. Great Britain 
holds itself around 8,000,000. Germany 
jumps up to 4,500,000; France to 2,000,000, 
and Belgium to 800,000. Germany con- 
tinues to progress rapidly, while En- 
gland is slowing down. 

Ten years afterward, in 1900, at the 
close of the great century that saw the 
triumph of Vulcan over the ancient 
gods of Olympia, the United States 
makes another gigantic stride, arriving 
at 14,000,000 tons. And Germany, having 
produced 48,500,000 tons, has almost 
caught up with Great Britain, who sur- 
passes her very little, with 9,100,000 tons. 
In this same time Russia has arrived at 
<,000,000 tons, passing ahead of France. 
who has been a little asleep in those 
10 years, arriving at only 2,700,000, while 
Belgium produces 1,000,000 tons. 

The first 10 years of the twentieth 
century sees the great ambition crowned 
with success, while the United States 
makes another tremendous leap for- 
ward, Germany attains second place, 
beating Great Britain. The statistics of 
production for 1910 are the follewing:

In the last four years the production 
of iron. has again increased. Germany 
produced almost 17,000,000 tons 
in 1913; Belgium, 2,750,000; France, who 
for several years has put a great deal 
of energy in making up for lost time, 
has surpassed 6,000,000. 

But if we think that the greater part 
of these 5,000,000 tons are produced in 
that basin of Briey that Germany de- 
sires, and in those regions of the north 
that Germany now occupies, it fs easy to 
understand that the annexation of Bel- 
gium and of some French districts would 
be enough to make the iron and steel! in- 
dustries of continental Europe almost 
exclusively German. 

Having absorbed Belgium and the best 
part of France, there would only re- 
main three metal manufacturing {ndus- 
tries—that of the United States in the 
far-away America, that if Germany in 
the heart of continental Europe, and 
that of England in the little island that 
only a slight breadth of sea separates 
from the European coast. 


Germany’s Victory Means 
England’s Doorf in Metal Field 


HE American metal industries 
7 would be the strongest, but Ger- 
many would not be far behind. 
Anyway, these two would be the most 


formidable, and between one and the 
other the English metal industries would 


have a regime of equilibrium, not only 
Political but also economical, that the 
great Powers of Europe may follow 
in business the principle of “live and 
let live.’’ 

The conquest of Belgium and the pre- 
dominance in the metallurgical industries 
would assure to Germany the econom- 
ical hegemony of continental Europe; 
would assure her also naval and mill- 
tary supremacy.

It is not possible today for a nation 
to be a great industrial power, a great 
mercantile power, or a great military 
power, without being at the same time 
a great metallurgical power. Iron is the 
metal by which man creates, keeps and 
extends empires. 


This is so true that Germany, since 


becoming a great and powerful empire 
in 1870, has never counted expense or 


effort to become the first metallurgical 
power of Europe, expecting, indeed, 
down in her heart, some day to become 
the first in the world. The history of 
this effort, to which the world did not 
pay attention when fi still had time two 
meet it, is written in €loquent number3 
in industrial statistics. In 1860, metal- 
lurgical countries were classified in this 
order, according to the quantity of iron 
and steel they manufactured:

HE metallurgical production of Ger- 
many was then hardly one-fifth 


that of England. Who could have 


thought then of one day contending 
with England for the scepter of iron? In 
1870 the order is already a little al- 
tered. Germany has pushed herself ahead 
somewhat slowly and modestly from 
the fourth to the third place. 
United States has also pushed ahead, 
and now occupies the second place, 
putting France back to fourth. How- 
ever, the production of England is still 
four times greater than the German.

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—A national peace 
conference was opened here today for 
the purpose of adopting a plan by which 


the American people may be tendered 
nations Involved in the European war, 
and the cause of early peace promoted. 

The conference, which was attended 
by peace advocates from all parts of the 
nation, was held under the auspices of 
the Emergency Federation of Peace 
Forces. Miss Jane Addams of Chicago 
was the chairman. The conference wilf 
close tomorrow night. Edward D. Mead 
of Boston, in an address, said that in 


the present Eurepean crisis the neutral 
nations had been silent too long. 
Other speakers were John A. Aylward 
of Madison, W!s., representing the Wis- 
consin Peace Soicety. The plan under 
discussion is known as the Wisconsin 
peace plan; Edward A. Filsne of Bos- 
ton, vice-president of the International 
Congress of Chambers of Commerce in 
1912; Mrs. Louia Ames Mead of Boston. 
secretary of the Woman's Peace party. 


An address by Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise of 
New York was read.

TOKIO, Jan. %.—Count Shigenobu 
Okuma, the Prime Minister, in his ca- 
pacity as president of the Japanese 
Peace Society, has made public tha 
names of the committee appointed to 
study questions bearing upon the rela- 
tions between Japan and the Jnited 
States. This committee will meet with 
a similar committee appointed by the 
American Peace Society and prepare a 
statement upon the various questions 
of interest. 

The Japanese committee is composed 
of 15 men, educators, business men. 
bankers and former Government offi- 
cials. A number of the members are 
familiar at first hand with America, 
having received university educations 
there. 

The committee is as follows: 

Baron Shibusawa, Buyel Nakano, So- 
roku Ehora, Dr. Juichi Soyeda, Viscount 
Kaneko, Baron Sakatani, Dr. Inazo 
Nitobi, Eikichi Kamada, Dr. Tsunejiro 
Miyaoka, Baron Megata, Zemjuro Hori- 
koshi, Hidsi Fukuoka, Saburo Shimada, 
Semkichiro Hayakawa and Dr. Sanae 
Takata. 


In the judgment of the Japanese press, 
the work which they have done in fos- 
fering cordial relations between Japan 
and the United States is of historic 
@ignificance and will prove to be most 
helpful in maintaining the friendship of 
the two nations. 

Underlying Motive for Peacé. 

Ceunt Okuma stated to Prof. Mathews 
and Prof. Gulick that the integrity and 
cae, of China not only were to 

advantage of Japan, but that they 
eonstituted the sole guaranty of peace 
fn the Orient. To secure this peace, 
he said, was the underlying motive of 
Japanese diplomacy. Japan had no 
thought of infringing upon the rights 
ef other nations and acceptance of her 
demands by China would involve no such 
infringement. 

“Efforts recently have been made to 
invent some plausible reason for a dis- 
ruption of the relations between Japan 
and America,’’ the Premier continued. 
“These attempts having failed, the mis- 
chief makers now look to China as a 
field in which the two Powers may be 
made to clash. I see no reason for such 
a conflict.” 

“Japah Not to Be Unfair.” 

Count Okuma stated with emphasis 
that Japan and Great Britain possessed 
a well-grounded understanding concern- 
ing equality of opportunity {!n China and 
the integrity of that nation. In accord- 
ance with the well-known policy of the 
United States, he believed that Ameri- 
can manufacturers would find the Chi- 
nese markets open to them. Japan had 
no intention of resorting to unfair means 
for the purpose of monopolizing these 
markets. 

Prof. Mathews made 100 addresses in 
the month which he spent In Japan. He 
gaid he was convinced of the deep rooted 
friendship of the Japanese for America 
gnd could conceive of no possibility of 
gerious difficulties between the two na- 
tions, provided they continued to 4is- 
cuss with frankness all questions which 
arise between them.

OT long ago, only two years and a half, to be exact, a lanky, gawky 
giant lumbered up the steps at the side of the ring in Madison Square 
Garden, parted the ropes with a pair of hands like hams, tripped over the 


ring. The crowd began to laugh up- 


roriously. The giant, walking to the middle of the ring and holding his 
broad-brimmed hat behind him with both hands—to hide them—looked up 


foot wide. 


This was in the days when visiting fighters were always introduced. 
The announcer, seeing a chance for some light and humorous remarks, tip- 
toed to the giant, whispered to him, and turning to the crowd, held up his 


was bruised and bleeding and his legs 
were weak under him, so that he tot- 
tered as he flung himself in headlong 
for more punishment. McCarty’s game- 
ness carried him through the 10 rounds. 
But Willard was winner, easily. At the 
end he Was fresh and unmarked. Mc-

It was four months later that Wil- 
lard fought Soldier Kearns, a powerful 
fellow, who looked like a magnified Tom 
Sharkey, and whose ‘“‘kick’”’ had demon- 
strated a week or so before when he 
knocked out One-Round Davis in a sin- 
gle round. 


Willard Thought Bout a Joke. 


Soldier Kearns had remarked that the 
gigantic cowboy had a “glass jaw,’ 
and that he intended to find it.

the way he laughed and smiled to the 
ringsiders while he was holding Kearns 
off with his long, extended left. It went 
eight rounds. Willard was practically 
untouched until Kearns at Jast man- 
aged to drive home one of his crush- 
ing right-hand swings for thé body. It 
struck the giant just at the lower edge 
of the ribs—the solar plexus. 

Feeling his fist sink in, Kearns 
stepped back a pace or two to let Wil- 
lard fall.

feet and shot his right straight for 
Kearns’ jaw.

JITNEYS HERE TO STAY 


“Even as the horse street railway 
service gave way to the electric car 
service, so the electric street railway 
service will in a great measure give 
way to the automobile,” says H. H. 
Franklin, president Franklin Auto- 
mobile Co. 

Continuing, Mr. Franklin said: “As 
crude as may be the jitney automobile 
bus service, which is taking the.cities 
of the country by storm, it is tHe be- 
ginning of a great and radical change 
in transportation. Fight it as they 
may, the street railway interests can- 
not. stop the growth of the jitney 
service. 

“The service has come to stay and 
the rapid development of public auto- 
mobile transportation during the next 
five years will be another wonder in 
the marvelous progress of the auto- 
mobile. 

“While, at the present time, the jit- 
ney bus is any old automobile, it will 
not be long before cars beautifully 
adapted to the service will appear. 

“The service will not be confined 
t» cities. It will eventually cover the 
country from city to village and vil- 
lage to city, as do the interurban 
railways. 

“The development of the fitney 
service cannot be stopped because it 
is going to be quicker, more conven- 
ient and, in the long run, cheaper.” 


CONVICTS ON THE ROADS 


“The State Highway Department 
should hire convicts from the State 
Prison Department in exactly the 
same way as it would hire free la- 
borers, and at the same price per day. 
During the hours of work the men 
should not be thought of as convicts, 
but simply as employes of the High- 
way Department. No payment should 
be made for a single hour not worked 
and a man discharged should be re- 
moved at once and permanently, 
while the Highway Department should 
have no responsibility for nor au- 
thority over the convicts at any time 
nor in any manner except to conduct 
their work or to discharge them.” 
This need for co-operation between 
the State Highway and State Prison 
departments is strongly urged in a 
report made to the New York State 
Highway Department by David J. 
Shorer, who was in charge of the 
convict road work in Green County, 
New York, during the summer of 1914. 
Mr. Shorer’s practical experience 
has demonstrated the importance of 
the recommendation for co-operation 
between the Highway and Prison de- 
partments in conducting convict road 
work, which the National Committee 
on Prisons and Prison Labor has ad- 
vocated for a number of years and 
has been instrumental in embodying 
into the laws of the State of West 
Virginia.

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MADE BIG SAVING 
IN ROAD UPKEEP 


Cost of maintaining all the highways 
in Wayne County, Mich, outside of the 
city of Detroit, was reduced to $23,393 
last year, representing a saving of $7140 


over the previous year, according to the 
eighth annual report of the Board of 
County Commissioners. This reduction 
is credited to the replacement of certain 
macadam roads with cement concrete 
pavement. 

Ample justification for the adoption of 
the concrete road as the standard type 
of construction is found by the commis- 
sioners in the fact that therg are over 
100 miles of concrete roads in Wayne 
County, some of it in its sixth year of 
service, without the semblance of a rut 
and without a single 25-foot section hav- 
ing been taken up and replaced since the 
county has been building and develop- 
ing this type of road. 

It is comparatively low in first cost: 
it is free from dust; it furnishes good 
traction for all types of vehicles; it is 
not slippery; it is durable; it does not 
require excessive yearly maintenance 
charges; it is usable 365 days in the 
year, irrespective of weather conditions. 

As @ result of the success of the Wayne 
County roads the city of Detroit built or 
let contracts for 139,107 square yards of 
concrete streets previous to 1913 and laid 
eight sinillar streets in that year aggre- 
gating 73,802 square yards. Wyandotte, 
Mich.; Oakland County, adjoining 
Wayne: and Windsor and Walkerville, 
Ontario, have all built or contracted for 
a considerable yardage of concrete 
streets and roaca. 

It is estimated that $25,000,000 worth of 
this type of construction will be built 
this year in the United States and Can- 
ada. 
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A CANINE , COMPARISON 


According to L. BD. Newell of the New- 
ell Motor Car Co., distributor in this 
territory for the Haynes, America’s first 
car, ‘“‘there is as much difference be- 
tween the light, high-speed, high-effi- 
ciency motor and the low-speed motor as 
there is between a greyhound and a 
shepherd dog. The greyhound. is built 
for speed.

Its reciprocating 
parts must be light—not for increased 
power, but for balance at high speeds 
and quick acceleration or get-away, as 
in the case of the greyhound. The over- 
all efficiency of the car depends much 
upon the ratio of power to motor weight. 

“The high-speed motor may reach 
speeds well up towards 3000 revolutions 
per minutes, while the low-speed motor 
rarely exceeds 1500 revolutions per min- 
ute. The bore is smaller. 

“As far as the wear and tear of a 
high-speed motor varying any from that 
of the low-speed type, there is not nec- 
essarily any more difference than there 
is in the two types of dogs. The grey- 
hound can rur at high speed for hours 
without fatigue, where the shepherd 
dog would wear out. So it fis with the 
high-speed motor. It is purely a mat- 
ter of design for endurance.. 

“The slow-speed motor depends upon 
heavy masses in its various parts to 
make up for what defects may be pres- 
ent. The high-speed motor is the result 
of scientific design. Stresses are calcu- 
lated—not estimated—and surplus metal] 
is not to be considered. The high-speed 
motor is the refined motor.

$300,000 IN ONE DAY 


Over $3,000,000 worth of business in 
twe weeks and shipments amounting 
to almost $300,000 in a single day.

SOLID TIRE CAR 


“Much is said about the care neces- 
sary to obtain good service from pneu- 
matio tires. But there isn’t much said 
about the care of solid tires,’ declares 
the head of the service department of 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., 
“ang as the truck industry develops 
this becomes a more and more import- 
ant subject. 

“By far the most important precau- 
tion is to see that your tires are not 
overloaded. And here is the reason. 
Everybody realizes that rubber, if 
atretched too far, will break. Very few 
people realize that rubber if compressed 
too tightly will break also. That is just 
what happens when too great a load is 
imposed on a truck tire. The fire is 
crushed between two unylelding sur- 
faces, the road and the steel base of 
the tire. If the load is too great, the 
compression becomes too much and 
the molecular structure of the rubber 
is broken down. Another point in con- 
nection with this matter of overload- 
ing that isn’t generally understood is 
that one overloading will ruin a tire 
for good. Put a solid tire on a truck 
and load the truck. The tire com- 
presses and compresses up to a certain 
point and then breaks. Once it is 
broken it can’t be used again with sat- 
isfactory results. 

“The best tire advice that we can 
give a truck owner, then, is—‘Equip 
your truck with tires adequate to carry 
the load you want to put on them— 
then give your driver hard and fast 
instructions that to that point he shall 
load the truck and no farther.’ ’”’

Two impelling attractions soon may 
be added to the scenic assets of the 
Pacific Northwest and serve to acceler- 
ate road travel in that part of the 
country.

There was 
a good representation of ood to 
choice heifers on sale and this aided 
sellers greatly in moving their hold- 
ings. During the early part of the 
week there were barely enough on 
hand to meet the demand and prices 
ascended rapidly. Bulk of best heif- 
ers were 50@75c higher, while me- 

ium and common kinds enjoyed a 
25@40c gain. Best straight loads of 
heifers sold last week for $8.25. 

Cows in Light Supply. 

Cows were in very light supply and 
with a strong demand, canners were 
25c higher, cutters and medium grades 
35@50c higher, and goed to choice 
kinds 50c higher.

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EXPORT DEMAND 
I) A FEATURE IN 
COTTON TRADING 


Foreign Shipments Continue 
Heavy Despite Uncertainty 
Surrounding Markets. 


The most remarkable feature of the 
cotton market is the large export move- 
ment. So steadily has cotton gone for- 


ward that the rank and file are in- 
Clined to accept this as a matter of 
course and lose sight of the importance 
of this movement in its effect on prices. 
It is much easier to make an estimate 
than it is to change that estimate as 
later developments require, and the very 
conservative and reasonable estimates 
of exports and domestic consumption 
which were made at the beginning of 
this season must be materially revised. 

In this revision the larger-than- 
expected exports more than offset the 
smaller-than-expected domestic con- 
sumption and leave the. visible supply 
of cotton and the quality of cotton yet 
to come into sight smaller than was 
anticipated. This leaves a compara- 
tively bullish condition so far as supply 
is concerned. Is it sufficiently bullish 
to induce a full acreage of cotton in the 
Dianting season, which is almost here. 

The value of the surpius of this crop 
is inseparably connected with the acre- 
age pianted to cotton this spring, and 
the only answer to speculation along 
thig line is—what is the inducement? 
The same figures may be interpreted to 
mean many different things but the 
figures that follow seem to point to 
no inducement to any farmer to plant 
a full acreage to cotton however much 
better the situation may now be as 
compared to the outlook at the begin- 
ning of the season. 

Large Crops in the Past, 

Three crops prior to the current crop, 
which is estimated at 16,666,000 bales, in- 
cluding linters and repacks, averaged 
14,938,068 bales. The average total of 
domestic consumption plus exports for 
these three years was 14,975,150 bales. 
The average price for these three 
years Was 11.60 cents per pound, The 
very large crop of 1911-1912 brought an 
average price of 9.7 cents per pound: 
the next year’s crop an average of 12 
cents; the next vear’s an average of 
13.1 cents. Here is consumption crowd- 
ing so close on production that the 
three largest crops ever produced, and 
produced in consecutive seasons, too, 
bring a handsome average price on an 
ascending scale. 

Followtin such three years of 
plenty an good prices it is not 
Strange that the current crop was 
produced, if it was %roduced through 
the efforts of the farmers and not 
through the influence of an unusu- 
ally favorable season, and a review 
of the growing season will show that 
nature was not abnormally kind. 
While the prices in the three years 
cited were ascending, the yield per 
acre was descending. In 1911-1912 
the yield was 208 pounds of lint cot- 
ton per acre; in 1912-1913, 191 pounds; 
in 1913-1914, 182 pounds per acre. 

Just here farmers began to look to 
their lands, for they were well pro- 
vided with money and _ § fertilizers 
were plentifully used, with the re- 
sult that the Government estimates 
the present yield at 200.2 pounds per 
acre. The coming crop follows four 
large, exhaustive cronps—what is the 
incentive to buy fertilizers, for even 
a curtailed acreage with the price 
more than $20 per bale less than the 
average for these three years? 

Movement Is Large. 

The into-sight movement this 
season is about 1,760,000 larger than 
at the same time last year; the vial- 
ble supply is about 1,600,000 more 
than last year, and of this excess a 
round million bales is in the United 
Sates in ports and counted towns; 
there is yet to come forward some 
five ane one-half million bales, as 
compared to about 2,600,0000 at the 
same time last year. 

There have been exported this sea- 
son 6,184,505 bales, taken by domes- 
tic manufacturers 3,765,000 bales, a 
total of 8,949,506 bales disposed of 
so far, agairst a total disposed of 
last year of 11,068,000 bales. At the 
resent rate of movement there will 
e left to carry into the next season 
only the surplusage that is held back 
in the country, some 3,000,000 bales, 
in addition to somewhat larger vis- 
ible supply, all told not over 4,000,- 
v00 bales out of a crop of about 16,- 
666,000 bales, 

his is very encouragin to the 
holders of cotton because of the fact 
that money is plentiful and easy so 
far as carrying the cotton that is al- 
ready made, but it is questionable 
whether or not money can be bor- 
rowed by the farmer for even a nor- 
mal planting of cotton. The reassur- 
ance the advance in prices and the 
free movement of cotton has given 
fo the farmer should not lead him to 

ose his advantage by planting a 
large crop and detracting In such a 
manner from the value of the sur- 
plus that he must carry over. 

The spot markets report a fair de- 
mand and holders are firm in their 
asking prices. Quotations are steady 
and near the 8c mark in the principal] 
markets of the country. In the in- 
terior and smaller markets there is 

lenty of cotton for sale at quota- 
fons, but no concessions are made 
and sellers are inclined to withdraw 
their cotton when bids are not to 
their liking. 

The weather has not been particu- 
larly favorable during the month and 
very littl plowing has been done so 
far, but it s too early in the season 
for this to be any rea! guide to what 
may follow. The situation now, so far 
as prices are concerned, may be said 
to rest on acreage and the shipping 
problem. Regarding the latter, in as 
much as Great Britain received 239,- 
000 bales of cotton this week, includ- 
ing 209,000 American, the blockade 
does not seem to be effective to an 
injurious extent to this country and 
ita cotton market.

he trade has experienced several 
severe setbackg on reports that the 
Dardanelles forts had been attacked, 
but this week’s developments made 
it plain that a concerted effort is 
being made by the allies to get at the 
surpius wheat stocks in Russia, espe- 
clally as these supplies have been 
bottled up ever since the war in 
Europe started, and Russia being an 
ally of France and England has, no 
doubt, made arrangements to couply 
her wheat at prices considerably be- 
low those prevailing in other foreign 
markets, on which the warring na- 
tions have been depending for sup- 
plies. 

Russian Crop Large. 

Last year Russia raised over 800,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, which was 
only exceeded bg the crop in the 
United States Ordinarily, Russia 
raises the l~gest wheat crop of any 
country in the world, and her exports 
to foreign countries throu the 
Dardanelles total nearly 200,000,000 
bushels. So far this year no ship- 
ments have been made through these 
important straits, whereas last year 
over 176,000,000 bushels passed 
through. Naturally with these condi- 
tions known to the grain trade, spec- 
ulation hag a spasm every time the 
news comes that the ardanelles 
have been attacked and its forts re- 
duced. 
It is still very doubtful, however, 
whether an opening can be made for 
Russian wheat to interfere materi- 
ally with markets before July. If go 
there is every reason to believe thai 
the May option will go out at a very 
high level, as domestie stocks are 
fast being exhausted, and should our 
exports continue at the recent large 
rate, there ig every indication that 
supplies of wheat on the end of the 
ld crop year will be reduced to the 
anger point. 
Speculation in the late week was 
bullishly influenced by a growing 
belief that some satisfactory arrange- 
ment ‘will be made, whereby food 
shipments wil be permitted without 
molestation to the civilian population 
of Germany, and that ermany 
would abandon her war zone policy. 
Action of this character would have 
a far-reaching effect on wheat quo- 
tations, as it would assure a continu. 
ation of heavy exports from the 
United States remove all danger to 
neutral shipping, and largely elimi- 
nate any remote possibility of this 
country belng drawn into the foreign 
conflict. 
Statistical news wag mixed, 
The Price Current rain Reporter, 
Says:

DISEASE “IN CARE 
Ur POULTRY FLOCK 


How to Insure Healthy Birds 
and Drive Away Ills by Ad- 
herence to Simple Rules. 


The sensible and most profitable way 
of dealing with the disease problem in 
poultry raising is to take all reasonable 
precautions to prevent ailments instead 


of curing them after they have broken 
out. Doctoring chickens, so far as the 
average poultry raiser is concverned, 
little better than a hopeless task. No 
animal is so difficult to treat for dis- 
ease as feathered stock. 

Obtaining healthy, vigorous stock Its 
the first precaution to take against dis- 
ease. It is well to know the history 
and surroundings of newly-purchased 
birds before bringing them into the 
flock. This, of course, is not possible 
in all cases, but it is possible to buy 
from a breeder known to be reliable, 
and who wil guarantee the stock to be 
healthy or returnable if not in good 
condition. 

At the bottom of every poultry dis- 
ease is a germ. ‘This germ is like a 
seed that must have favorable sur: 
roundings for the sprouting and devel- 
opment. No conditions are more fav- 
crable for the growth and multiplyins 
of these germs than unclean quarters) 

When there is decomposing organic 
matter, rotting manure, stale feed 
stagnant drinking water and damp, 
foul air in the roosting quarters, con- 
ditions for the spread of disease or- 
ganisms are excellent. The remedy is 
obvious—keep the quarters thoroughly 
sanitary.

The truth is that the 
birds have been so weakened by the 
vermin that they fall an easy prey two 
any ailment that may be prevalent. A 
strong, healthy bird will resist disease 
germs. 

Feeding and watering under sanitary 
conditions go a long way toward keep- 
ing disease out of a flock. This, in 
short, means clean feed and pure water 
given in clean vessels. It is risky to 
feed garbage and refuse even in cold 
weather. 

One of the most effective precautions 
to take is to plow or spade up the 
yards and to renew the soil in the hen 
house if there is an earthen floor. 
Freshly turned soil will bury more di- 
ease germs and foulness than most 
poultry raisers would believe. It is a 
good plan to fill in the house with new 
earth so as to raise the floor two or 
three inches above the surrounding sur- 
face. There should also be good, nat- 
ural darinage for the runs and yards. 

The diseases most prevalent at this 
time of the year are those affecting the 
breathing organs. These are for the 
most part ‘‘colds”’ in varying degrees of 
severity or the outgrowths of colds. Im- 
proper ventilation of houses is the ch'sf 
cause. Good ventilation is more impor- 
tant in a house than warmth. There are 
no colds and very little cther disease 
among wild fowl. Colds are primarily 
the results of drafts or of housing birds

Causes Weak Chicks 


Flock Needs New, Strong Blood 
Every Year—A Change in 
Males Will Supply It. 


One of the faults Plainly evident in 
many farm flocks is too much “inbreed- 
ing.”’ There are many flocks into which 
new blood is never introduced. The 
Same males are used year in and year 
out, and when they die off or are dis- 
posed of, the next generation is allowed 
to take up the burden. The result 
that the stock becomes too closely re- 
‘ated and nature’s Penalty is weakly 
tnd sometimes deformed offspring. 

A flock, no matter how good to begin 
With, needs new, strong blood every 
year. This is best obtained by buying 
Or trading for new males, or females, 
although the introduction of new males 
is the simplest and most satisfactory 
method. 

In getting new blood into a flock a 
definite Pian should be followed. 
It is not a good idea to obtain males 
from one flock one year and the next 
season get some from an entirely dif- 
ferent flock and strain.

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FARM DESPITE 
COURT'S ORDER 


Mrs. Lola Plumpe Retains Pos- 
session of Dairy Establish- 
ment in County. 


Mrs. Loia Piumpe, a defendant in a 
Ging divorce suit brought by Dr. 
liam H. Plumpe, a dentist, with 

offices at 8905 Olive street, is in pos- 
gession of her husband’s farm on the 
Butier Hill road, near Mattese, St. Louis 
County, and refuses to be budged by a 
eourt notice ordering her to vacate the 
premises. 

Plumpe admits that she is 6 feet 10 
fnches tall, weighs 175 pounds and is 
amply able to take care of herself, and 
thet he is at a loss how to proceed.

While Mrs. Plumpe was shopping 
in St. Louis, Dettlenn, with the lease 
in his pocket, moved into the house. 
When she returned Dettlenn, in 4 
state of siege, refused to admit her. 
She retired to the home of a friend 
for the night, but in the’ morning 
charged down upon the house, broke 
open a door, her husband = says, 
chased Dettlenn away and entrenched 
herself in possession. 

The dentist offered overtures of 
peace, promising to provide his wife 
a home in the city and money to sup- 
port herself and their 10-year-old 
son, William T. Pilumpe. She declined 
and went to Clayton in a futile ef- 
fort to get a warrant charging Dett- 
lenn with trespass. 

Alleges She Hacked Door, 

On Feb. 20 the Plumpe corporatian filed 
suit to dispossess Mrs. Plumpe, and no- 
tice was served upon her to vacate the 
house in five days. Yesterday, two days 
after the time limit expired, she Was 
still in possession and asserted she in- 
tended to remain so. . 

Plumpe’s divorce suit, filed Feb. 14, 
alleged that one night last fall, when 
he returned home, his wife met him 
at the threshold with a hatchet and 
made the chips fly from the frame of 
the door, reminding him that if he at- 
tempted to pass she would “make sim- 
ilar marks on his body.” He did not 
enter. On anodfher occasion, he as- 
serted, she attacked him with a knife 


in the presence of guests.

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SAYS RUG. FIRM 
EMPLOYES STOLE 
29,000 IN GOODS 


One of Eight Under Arrest Con- 
fesses Part in Theft of Goods 
From Renard & Co. 


Robert L. Reilly of 1802 North Twenty- 
third street, one of the eight employer 
of Renard & Co., 1213 Locust street, who 
are under arrest on charges of stealing 
rugs and linoleums from the firm’s 
stock, told Chief of Detectives Allender 
yesterday that the thefts committed by 
himself and his accomplices in the last 
four years would total about $25,000. 

Wallace Renard, vice-president of the 
company, and Edwin Platt, secretary, 
declared this figure seemed incredible, 
and that in their opinion $10,000 at the 
most would cover the total of the rob- 
beries. On information given by the ac- 
cused men, the company yesterday re- 
covered about $600 worth of stclen goods 

The police were convinced, they said, 
that only three men were active in the 
thefts, but that other employes were 
aware that robberies were going on, and 
kept silence because they were able to 
obtain rugs free or for small sums for 
themselves and their friends, through 
the ring-leaders. 

Six Said to Have Confessed. 

The arrest Friday night included all 
of the company’s working force save 
two. Six of the men have confessed, the 
police say, and two protested innocence. 

Those who are held, in addition to 
Reilly, a shipping clerk, are William 
Ruhland, clerk, of Kirkwood; Joseph 
Hempel and Louis Grimmel, clerks, 1522 
Short street; Frank Eickenhorst, clerk, 
2628 Hebert street; Charles Summerfield, 
driver, 1213 Lafayette avenue; William 
Casteel, clerk, 1422 Hickory street; and 
Joseph Funke, porter, 1314 High street. 

Renard declared that Reilly, as ship- 
ping clerk and a trusted employe, was 
the pivot upon which the thefts tyrned. 
The method was for his aecomplices 
to collect money from persons who 
wanted rugs, wrap them up, address 
them and send them out through Reilly. 
He kept no record of such articles, al- 
though it was his duty to check every- 
thing which left the store. 


F Much Goods Recovered. 
At Ruhiland’s home the police recov- 


ered a large rug, three small rugs and 
linoleum; at Reilly’s a large rug, three 
small rugs, a roll of carpet and lino- 
leum; at Funke’s a large rug, a small 
rug and linoleum; at Hempel’s © yards 
of linoleum; at Eickenhorst’s two large 
rugs, two small ones and linoleum; at 
Summerfield’s one large rug and lino- 
leurn, and at Casteel’s one rug and lino- 
leum. Casteel declared he bought the 
articles found at his home, and Grim- 
mel maintained that he knew nothing 
of the thefts. Reilly admitted giving a 
stolen rug as a Christmas present to 
Mrs. Mary Gallagher of 908 Tyler street. 


AUSTRIAN LOSSES PLACED AT 
900,000 KILLED OR WOUNDED 


Correspondent Reports 8,000,000 te 
Men Have Been Mobilized; 
Shortage in Arms. 


PETROGRAD, Feb. 27.—Austria 
has, from the beginning of the war, 
mobilized between 3,000,000 and 3,- 
600,000 men, including all men lable 
to military service up to 42 years of 
age, and also the drilled recruits of 
the class of 1915, says the Budapest 
correspondent of the Novoe Vremya. 
Semi-official information places the 
losses up to Deo. 10 at $00,000 killed 
and wounded, exclusive of missing 
and prisoners. 

The Austrian army is now suffer- 
ing from a deficiency of rifles, ao- 
cording to the correspondent. At the 
beginning of the war the landsturm 
were armed with rifles of the 1870 
pattern, a part receiving even shot- 
guns. Germany sent 1,000,000 modern 
pieces’ to the Austrians, but a defi- 
ciency has agafn arisen. It fg said 
that the gendarmes have had to turn 
their rifles over to the soldiers, re- 
ceiving pistols instead.

Henderson today signed the child labor 
bill, gaid to be the most stringent meas- 
ure for protection of working children 
that ever has been passed by a Legis- 

lature in any state. 

It prohibits employment of children 
under 14 in any gainful occupation after 
Oct. 1, 1916 Employment of children 
under 18 years is prohfbited, effective 
today.

W. R. Rodenberger, Former City 
Treasurer, Probably Will Not 
Go to Trial Tomorrow. 


William R. Rodenberger. former 


Comptroller of East St. Louis, probably 


will not go to trial tomorrow on charges 
of embezzling books and records, as 
scheduled, and it is possible all other 
graft charges against former city offi- 
clals may be dropped, as a result of the 
refusal of the star witness, Henry G. 
Ambrose, a St. Louis accountant, to 
testify. 

Ambrose is employed by Westerman, 
Trader & Co., in St. Louis, and made an 


audit of the city’s accounts and records 
in 1918. He told State’s Attorney Webb 
yesterday he would not appear to testi- 
fy. Assistant State’s Attorney Gustin 
said unless Ambrose appeared the case 
against Rodenberger would be dropped. 

The testimony of the expert is 
necessary to show there was a motive 
for gtealing books which disappeared 
from a safe in the Comptroller's of- 
fice during the grand jury investiga- 
tion. The State contends the missing 
books would have shown that $20,000 
claimed to have been paid by Fred 
Gerold, former City Treasurer, really 
were paid by Frank Holten, his prede- 
cessor. 

One of the reasons Ambrose is said 
to have given for not wanting to tes- 
tify was that he was employed by 
Mayor Chamberlin for the city to 
make the audit, and not by the 
State’s Attorney. Webb said Ambrose 
told him he intended taking a vaca- 
tion of two weeks, beginning Tues- 
day. His employers told Webb they 
would not request Ambrose to ap- 
pear. The city paid the auditing com- 
pany more than $7000 to make the 
examination.

NO EARLY EXTRA SESSION 


Plan Is Now Being Advanced for 
an Early Convening of 
Congress Next Pall.

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The sugges- 
tion from administration leaders that 
the failure of the Senate to confirm the 
five Federal Trade Commissioners nom- 
inated by the President on Monday 
might necessitate a supplemental ses- 
sion of the Senate, resulted today in a 
favorable report being made on four of 
the nominees. 

The exception was that of George H. 
Rublee, the New Hampshire Repub- 
lican-Democrat-Progressive whose al- 
leged political and lobbying activities 
have aroused the ire of both, Republican 
and Demecratic Senators. 

Plans for an extra session of the 
Senate to ratify treaties and confirm 
nominations immediately after March 
5 were abandoned. The foremost of 
possibilities being considered today was 
an extra session beginning probably on 
Oct, .1, two months earlier than the 
Sixty-fourth Congress would ordinarily 
assemble. 

Leaders Being Canvassed. 

Leaders who were being canvassed on 
that proposal today were agreed that by 
assembling aboyt Oct. 1, the time which 
ordinarily is lost when a Congress or- 
ganizes in December and seldom gets 
down to real work before the middle 
of January, would be more than over- 
balanced, and an early start could be 
made on the remainder of the admin- 
istration program, which includes the 
Philippine bill, the conservation bills, 
the regulation of issues of railroad se- 
curities and the ratification of the pend- 
ing treaties with Nicarague and Colom- 
bia. The situation on the ship bill atill 
is indefinite. 

The trade commission nominations 
reported by the Interstate Commerce 
Committee this afternoon were those 
of Joseph BH. Davies of Wisconsin, Ed- 
ward N. Hurley of Illinois, William J. 
Harris of Georgia, Democrats, and W. 
H. Parry, Washington, Progressive. 
The Senate is expected to act on the 
report Monday and to confirm the four 
commissioners without much opposti- 
tion. 

Rublee, however, {t is predicted, will 
have some pretty hard sledding. 

The President is known to be spe- 
cially interested in the New Hampshire 
Progressive and is expected to insist that 
personal considerations be waived astde 
and his nomination confirmed. The Sen- 
ate will devote one of the executive ses- 
sions to the discussion of Rublee’s activ- 
ities and alleged legislative offenses be- 
fore the seal of approval is affixed to 
his commission, if it is affixed at all 


Working on Appropriations, 


Both houses continued today working 
on appropriation bills and conference 
reports. There is every prospect that all 
would be completed by March 4 with 
exception of the river and harbor bill, 
for which a joint resolution appropriat- 
ing a lump sum to be expended by the 
War Department probably will be sub- 
stituted. 

At a conference between Democratic 
Leader Underwood, Postmaster-General 
Burleson, who spoke for the President; 
Chairman Lever of the Agriculture Com- 
mittee and Chairman Glass of the Bank- 
ing Committee, Lever was charged with 
composing the situation as to the rural 
credits bills.

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TAKING THE WAR PERSONALLY 


BY GERALD §S 


S European war we are having is a di- 
rect, personal; intimate spiritual expe- 
rience for every man of us. 

Wouldn't it be a pity with fifty million dol- 
lars a day and the number of lives a day beimg 
spent on us (spent on dramatizing for us and put- 
ting on the stage of a whole continent for us, 
where we ean see it, the truth about our own 
hearts—the pride that is in them, and how it 
really works and what it leads to) wouldn’t it 
be a pity to have it all wasted, not to get all we 
ean out of it, to have all its cries and tears sweep 
past us leaving us unhallowed, haughty, self- 
blinded, small, mean and sleck about ourselves? 

America in the European war stands solemn- 
ly, face te face with herself. 

Now is our time to search our hearts and 
to establish our foundations, overhaul our re- 
ligion, true our business and face our war with 
ourselves—our war with,labor, with capital. 

The way to understand Europe day by day 
is to stop fighting at home. Every day after 
reading the war news in the paper, let us go to 
the office, to the factory, to the bank, to the bench, and move the news 
whieh has been cabled from Europe right ever into our own lives. 

There is not an hour passes that a man im business today cannot get 
the good of the news from Europe that morning and put it into the way 
he does his work. 

The European war has a bearing on the man at the next bench, on 
every man’s foreman, on his union, on how he treats his employers and on 
how he responds to the way they treat him, on how he votes in his union 
and how he turns out his work. 

It’s all personal news—the news from Europe is—it might as well 
come from those grim battlefields by private wire to each man’s life. 

- The newspapers are full today, every morning, of news to a man, dated 
Berlin, or London, Petrograd, Constantinople—news to him about how to 
get on with his own wife, scareheads to him on how to keep him from 
fighting with the people next door, and cablegrams to him on the impor- 
a seeing through himself, of criticising himself and getting on with 

imeelf. 

All Europe has turned itself into a vast 
Sunday school—a kind of movie-picture 
Sunday school for Americans; on how 
Americans, if they think of it in time, ean 
avoid what happens to fighters. 

Europe has extemporized fer every 
man’s Own use and for every nation, a kind 
of vast contemporary hell. We ean all 
wateh ourselves, in advance, unless we 
take warning in time—employers and em- 
ployes, husbands and wives, and boys play- 
ing in the strects—and unless we give up 
the idea onee for all that fighting gets any- 
thing, and begin to bone down quickly to 


First—Europe says—es the Crown 
Prince of Germany puts #t—‘“‘this war 
is a stupid War.’’ 

Second—Europe is telling us that 
it is all a sick illusion—the belief that 
things in this world can only be had by 
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taking them away from somebody else. 
Third—Europe says to us that what 
human nature wants just now is not a 
larger territory of people, but intensive 
gardening of the people we have. 
Fourth—If you cultivate one another 
over there in America, you will all be rich. 

This statement Europe is pointing out to 
us is not merely an ornamental and beautiful re- 
mark in the Bible, but an organie law of eco- 
nomics. : 

The whole thing has been tried out. Tur- 
nips, corn and potatoes have all been cultivated. 
Everybody already believes that the more we 
work with turnips and the more we work with 
corn and the more we work with potatoes instead 
of against the turnips and against the corn and 
against the potatoes, the more turnips, corn and 
potatoes we get. It is the same with people. 

It is curious how slow we have been in 
getting around to seeing that it pays to 
cultivate people almost as well as turnips and 
corn. One would have imagined we would 
have thought of it first. ; 

The trouble is that the world for several thousand years—indeed 
until rather recently—has been governed by fighters. It comes nat- 
ural to fighters to get things out of people by knocking them down. Now 
that we are living in an inventor’s world where we get things out of peo- 
ple by thinking of things they can do for us, and cf things that we can do 
for them, everything is becoming different. 

The governments of the world have been slower in finding this out 
than the other people have. If the governments of Europe had caught. up 
with the business men and the scientific men and inventors in time the 
European war would have been avoided. But of course the men who con- 
duct our governments cannot really .be expected not to have their intel- 
lectual tone pulled down, being so mixed up all the time as they are with 
armies and with fighters. 

It makes them naturally see things with a twist, in a moony, romantic 
and unpractical way—and with only the most rudimentary knowledge of 
human nature. They are stronger on gold 
lace and brass bands and explosives in 
most armies than they are in human na- 
ture or on what really works with human 
nature. 

It is only fair to admit that we eannot 
say much in America. Our Government 
would not be any better really if it had to 
associate every day, as most European gov- 
ernments do, with soldiers. It is because 
our army and eur Government in America 
never pay very much attention to each 
other that the eountry is so safe. 

Our Government does not feel obliged 
to make our army’s mistakes as well as its 
own; and our army, every time our Govern-~ 
ment makes a mistake, does net have to put 
the mistake imge guns and proceed té blow 
up the world with it. -~What the matter is 
with them in Europe just now seems to be 
the terrible intimacy of their mistakes with 
their guns. 

It is a eurieus idea—having an army 
and a Government right alongside that 
way. One might knew, one would think, 
that almost any day they would be sho 
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Avietors locete targets : for batteries 
by flying over them and com- 
municate through codes with

or smoke bombs with which it can convey information 
to the watchers on the ground. The gunners have great 
strips of white material which can be formed into 
letters of the alphabet and can be seen from the air- 
ship. 

The rest is merely a matter of codes and mechanics. 
If the letter X means “observe for range,” and the let- 
ter V means “observe for effect of fire,”” the airman can 
convey to the marksman whatever information they 
may desire. 

The first thing, of course, is to locate the target. The 
airship goes up to a pre-arranged altitude and scouts 
about until he finds it. When he is directly over it, 
he drops Very’s lights in some understood combination 
of numbers or colors. The aviator’s height is known 


with a hostile aeroplane. So he flies back into a safer 
zone. 

His subsequent position is decided largely by weather 
conditions. When the sun is shining he tries to keep 
from being between his battery and the sun, because 
if the gunners have to face the sun to find him it is 
hard for them to read the signals accurately. If the 
sun is shining towards the target, the aviator gets 
behind his battery. If the,sun is behind the battery, 
the aviator gets between it and the target. 

In the early maneuvers, when he is signalling the 
line of fire, he tries to fly im a regular ellipse at a 
stated altitude. When “observing for range,” he flies 
in an elongated figure of 8. The purpose of this is to 
enable him te move towards the target in his turns.

accomplished. No conclusive statement, for instance, 
has been published as to what the 40 or more British 
machines really did om their recent raids along the 
Belgian coast. 

Aviators are not despairing, however, of making the 
aeroplane a deadly, offensive weapon. Its effective- 
ness has been hampered by the height at which a plane 
must fly and the speed with which it must move. It 
is easier to hit with a bullet a moving body from the 
ground than it is to hit a stationary body from a mov- 
ing one. It is urged, however, that this is only a mat- 
ter of practice and that the aeroplane soon will be 
dropping shells with as deadly accuracy as big guns 
are able to burl them. . 

When this accuracy of fire has been attained, a flock 
of airships swooping from various quarters upon a 
target may do more damage than a land battery can, 
even when its fire is directed from aloft. That con- 
In the 
mean time the aeroplanes will be perfected in their 
established duties and more of them will be built. 

Some of the more experienced aviators have become 
so adept that they are able to locate a target, observe 
the surroundings and estimate its. distance from a given 


Aeroplane at known. height directly above keccnst gives simple mathematical 


and the distance at which the lights are dropped can 
be ascertained by instruments. The distance then be- 
tween the gun and the target becomes a simple prob 
lem of triangulation. 

The location and distance being known, as well as 
the proper direction, the aviator gets the signal: “Ob- 
serve for line of fire.” A shell or so is thrown in the 
general direction of the target. As soon as the correct 
line is found, the aviator gives the proper signal and 
then gets the signal to “observe for range.” The first 
shell falls short. The second, perhaps overshoots. The 
third, perhaps reaches its mark. The aviators signal 
“Rangel” and the real bombardment is on. 

if the gunner wishes to know whether his shells are 
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In this way, fire can be observed at every moment. 

It is obvious that to insure the effectiveness of all 
this, scientific and mechanical knowledge must be re 
quired. Modern shells are so constructed that they can 
be exploded at any desired height or distance. A shell 
that bursts too soon is practically valueless, while one 
that bursts too late leses much of its efficacy. An 
error of a few feet in the ealeulation of the aeroplane’s 
height or in the target’s distance would seriously im- 
pare the effectiveness of the fire. It is for this reason 
that observers have declared that “it takes a ton of 
metal to kill a man.” Practice is enabling the gunners 
to cut down a great deal of the waste of material. 

The captive balloon is used for similar observation 
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point so carefully that guns may be brought up to that 
point afterwards in the dark and from there bombard 
the target with unerring aim. An American soldier in 
the French foreign legion recently narrated such ah 
incident. . 

According to him, he and some men of his command 
sought shelter in a barn one afternoon. They ob 
served a German aeroplane fiying over them, but paid 
ne attention, as they. didn’t believe a battery 
where within range.

plays three-four time in the right hand and two- 
four in the left. 

In that respect the canter may be described as 
a one-step in waltz time. Vice versa, the two- 
step may be termed a canter in four-four time.

THE REVERSE TURN.—The man rises on the ball of the 
left foot and brings the right foot straight to the’ rear, carry- 
ing it back of the left, and dips slightly, dragging the right 
foot up to the left, and then turning on the ball of the right 
foot. 

The woman rises on the ball of the right foot and brings 
the left directly forward, carrying it in front of the right, and 
dips slightly, dragging the left foot up te the right and then 
turning on the ball of the left.

None 
of his comrades at first cared, according to the Cap- 
tain, for the society of the slouchy, foul-mouthed indi- 
vidual, who smelled of rum 10 paces away. The first 
week he was in the army he slept two nights in the 
guardhouse for picking a fuss with some of his asso- 
ciates. The next week he appeared at roll call with a 
battered face and got three more days, after firmly re- 
fusing to tell whom he had had trouble with. 

The day he landed in France he boxed a gendarme 
at Boulcgne, telling him no copper had ever shoved 
him around and no frog-eater had better start. His 
Sergeant gave him two days imprisonment, not under- 
standing what the word “copper” meant and thinking it 
a term of deep insult. 

The first day in the trenches, the Captain's horse 
broke its tether and started straight for the enemy’s 
trenches. ‘My friend Tony,” relates the Captain, who 
sometimes has an awful brogue, but seems to forget it 
once in a while, shouted out, ‘Oh, the poor baste!’ and, 
disregarding my orders, rushed out of the trench and, 
while every German in 600 yards was using him for a 
target, ran to the horse and led him back. The horse 
was hit four times, just as they reached the trees and 
the man didn’t have a scratch. I am no old woman, 
but I had tears in my eyes when, for discipline’s sake, 
I ordered Tony toward the rear with two days of picket 
duty. 

“Somehow or other the man stopped smelling of rum 
then. It seemed as though the continual excitement of 
active army life sufficed him, but he was always on the 
brink of a row. If it wasn’t with the Germans it was 
with another of my men, or with a balky horse. He'd 
fight the earth he was digging from the trenches, curs- 
ing his shovel or-the stones he met. 

“He had made a megaphone of an old gasoline can and 
shouted insults at the Germans in their trenches in 
front of us. No one could start a car engine like he 
could.

HAT most thrilling of moving picture 
series, “The Perils of Pauline,” which some 
time ago delighted thousands, might well 
be re-named for some future presentation, 
“The Profits of Pearl.” It cannot be de 
nied that its heroine, Pauline, experienced 
some genuine perils, but neither can it be 

denied that Pauline herself, who is Pearl White in real 
life a native Missourian, by the way—reaped riches 
out of it, enough to buy her father a farm and an auto 
mobi’: and to keep the star from want the rest of her 
matural life #f she only takes care of them. 

Nobody, héwever, would grudge her the money, for 
she fairly earned it. Risking her life posing for the 
films was a matter of almost daily occurrence. Riding 
specding automobiles over cliffs, mounting race horses 
with jockeys in hurdle events, volplaning by herself in 


© aeroplanes from which a man has jumped in a para- 


chute, mixing up in riots of enraged Chinese who didn’t 
want their houses photographed, riding a breeches buoy 
from a. lighthouse in a storm, floating alone in a balloon 
that has broken loose and is without ballast, diving 
from great heights and scaling stony precipices—all 
these things were only part of the “business” of her 
profession. The perils were altogether commensurate 
with the profits. 

Pearls parents are an Irishman and an Italian wom- 
an. When she was a tow-headed, barefooted child of 
pix or seven, she lived with her parents in an out-of-the 
way section of Pettis County, Mo. One day in August, 
Js9'. a traveler passed the cabin in the woods where 
thee White famiiy resided and was amazed when the 


child invited him to get off his horse and stay awhile, 
after he had asked directions for the town of Sedalia.

Then her parents wrote her that they 
had moved to the village of Greenridge, 12 miles from 
Sedalia, and they wanted ner to come home and attend 
school. She did so and remained at her studies for 
six years. 

Then one day her family went to Sedalia to see a 
circus, taking Pearl along with them. The old fever 
revived. She slipped away and when she returned 
half an hour later she announced that she had signed a 
contract with the show. At the age of 10 she was do- 
ing acrobatics, riding bareback and doing trapeze stunts. 
She declares that she broke nearly every bone in her 
body, but she did not quit the “big top” until she broke 
an artery in the right wrist while doing one-hand work 
on the trapeze. Then she went into melodrama and 
stock playing.
